AN APPEAL FOR FUNDS 

Newton Y. M. C. A. fo Raise $10,000 for Huts in 
the War Zone 


A group of Newton men nml women, 
noting with the pastors of the churches 
and with the officers of the local Y. M. 
C. A., are sending out an appeal to 
Newton citizens, asking them to shnrc 
In a nation-wide movement for safe- 
guarding the young men who are en- 
listing in the Army and Navy. Follow- 
ing is the letter: 

To the Citizens of Newton: 

A state of war has been declared be- 
tween Germany and the United States. 
Our young men are enlisting and we 
must provide for their comfort and 
welfare. Wherever our soldiers or 
sailors go, there they will find the 
Y. M. C. A. huts, or tents, with trained 
secretaries to minister to their needs. 
In those tents will be found oppor- 
tunities for clean, wholesome recrea- 
tion. Moving pictures, games, lec- 
tures, writing material, stamps, a 
phonograph, entertainments and help- 
ful talks will he provided. 

Englnnd saw the necessity of pro- 
viding for the moral condition of her 
soldiers and sailors. Although late In 
making the discovery, she appropriat- 
ed and expended $6,000,000 for this 
purpose during the past year. It Is 
a lamentable fact that hundreds of 
men are "shot to pieces by booze and 
disease” before engaging in active 
warfare, as evil forces are usually in 
close proximity to camp life. 

To combat these evils, Dr. John R. 
Mott, who has organized Y. M. C. A. 
work in the armies of all belligerent 
countries, save Turkey, says that a 
fund of $3,000,000 is needed to safe- 
guard our troops while they are on 


training, at the mobillzntion camps 
and doing guard duty in nil parts of 
our country. A National War Work 
Committee will have charge of the ex- 
penditure of tills fund. Massachusetts 
representatives on tills committee will 
be Mr. Lewis A. CrosBett, Mr. Wln- 
throp M. Crane, Jr„ and Mr. E. W. 
Hearne. Massachusetts’ share should 
be $260,000 and Newton’s share at 
least $5,000. 

Will you not give liberally so that 
one of these buildings, or tents, with 
(lve picked men can be provided witli 
every brigade in our new army? The 
approximate cost of a building and 
equipment will bo about $2,600. $10,- 
000 will provide for an entire unit — 
salaries, supplies, etc. We want con- 
tributions, large and small, from every 
part of Newton, from churches, men’s 
clubs, women's clubs, from organiza- 
tions and individuals who now want to 
do something definite for the enlisted 
men In our army and navy. Churches 
generally are co-operating in this 
great work. 

The money should he immediately 
available if possible. Payments may 
be made as late as October. 1917, if 
necessary. Please make all checks 
payable to .1. W. Blaisdell, Treasurer 
of the Committee.

The greatest interest, of course cen- 
tred around the selection of three dele- 
gates from this city from the six can- 
didates who were nominated at the 
primary a month ago. The winners 
wore Alderman Guy M. Winslow of 
Auburmlnle, ex-representative James 
A. Lowell of Chestnut hill and Mr. 
James P. Richardson of Newtonvllle. 
Mr. George S. Smith of Newton Centre 
was closely pressed for fourth place 
by Mr. Charles A. Andrews of Waban 
and Mr. Thomas W, Proctor of Chest- 
nut hill was last. A postal card sent 
out just before the election signed by 
several of the leading Democrats of 
the city endorsing Njessrs. Winslow, 
Lowell and Proctor was undoubtedly a 
factor in the result. The detailed vote 
will he found in another column.

were candidates. cx-C'ongrcssman 
Powers was easily the leader, receiv- 
ing the highest vote cast for any one 
in the city.

servation of surplus products of tho 
gardens ami the economical use of 
foodstuffs. Many a family hy wise 
selection of materials and proper 
cooking may save more food that it 
can grow in its home-garden. 

To assist the people of Newton in 
fulfilling this part of their duty as 
good citizens, the Committee on Food 
Production and Conservation of the 
Newton Committee on Public Sofety 
has organized an efficient sub-commit- 
tee. with Miss Jeanne Kenrfck as 
chairman. The program so far as de- 
veloped is to arrange for classes in 
economical cooking and preserving, 
to supply information on these mat- 
ters and to contract for a large num- 
ber of preserve jars. The reason for 
the latter move is that the supply of 
these jars in the market is not large 
and there may he a shortage. The 
price quoted at present for these jars, 
i leal one-quart, is S9 cents a dozen. 
They may he ordered through the com- 
mittee headquarters. The price my be 
advanced later if conditions necessi- 
tate this action. 

Mrs. Wheeler of the Municipal 
Lerfgue of Boston has made it possible 
for the Food Committee to plan for an 
exhibition of foods to be held in some 
central place in this city. The com- 
mittee has arranged for a meeting at 
the Newton Technical High School at 
5 P. M. on May 15th. A lecturer will 
be present to explain the exhibit and 
to answer questions relating to the 
subject. Admission will be free and 
the affair will be of great educational 
value to women interested in food 
values. 

Cooking and Canning 

The economical classes in cooking 
and canning have begun this week. 
Mrs. Belt, who has charge of the can- 
ning classes, is considered one of the 
best demonstrators in the state and is 
very highly recommender by Mr. 
Wheeler of the state board of agricul- 
ture. The classes are held on Thurs- 
day and Friday afternoons. 

It is hoped that the women in dif- 
ferent parts of Newton who wish to be 
of service to their community at this 
time will volunteer their services to 
assist in canning during the summer. 
At the present time, the state commit- 
tee on public safety feels that this is 
one of the most important ways in 
which women can help. It will prob- 
ably be possible to arrange to give 
these volunteer workers a special 
course in canning, using the most 
scientific methods. This includes the 
j cold-packing process for preserving 
vegetables and fruits. Details will be 
announced later. Any one willing to 
volunteer for this work will please 
send their names to the Newton Com- 
mittee of Public Safety, Washington 
street.

CLASSICAL HIGH SCHOOL 


A special assembly in the hall on 
Monday mornfng was attended by the 
boys of the Classical. Technical, and 
Vocational High Schools. The speak- 
ers were Mr. Frank V. Thompson, as- 
sistant superintendent of the Boston 
schools, and Mr. Wheeler, superin- 
tendent of the Newton schools. The 
purpose of the assembly was to im- 
press upon the boys of the Newton 
High Schools the great necessity for 
this state to raise more of its own 
fbod supply. Mr. Thompson showed 
in a forceful manner that no boy in 
high school be unwilling to offer his 
services in the work of farming dur- 
ing the summer. 

Blanks have been distributed in the 
school, to be filled in by all boys who 
are willing to enlist in the National 
Service for Food Production. Boys 
between the ages of sixteen and nine- 
teen are wanted for service on the 
farms in this part of the state. Those 
who enlist for the summer will be 
paid four dollars per week fbr the 
first two weeks, and thereafter one 
dollar a day. It is probable that 
camps for these boys may be estab- 
lished upon some of the larger farms. 

All the boys of the school assembled 
in the hall on Wednesday morning of 
this week. Mr. Adams made known 
the decisions of several of the larger 
colleges upon the matter of admitting 
those students who leave high school 
for national service before the com- 
pletion of their course. In the case 
of boys who enlist in military or naval 
service, most of the colleges will al- 
low admission without examination. 
Mr. Adams also made several an- 
nouncements concerning some of the 
scholarships which have recently been 
established in a number of the col- 
leges. 

The Newton High School baseball 
team is now in second place in the 
Quadrangular League, as a result of 
its victory over Brookline last Satur- 
day. The team will be forced to play 
two hard contests next week, meeting 
Brookline at Brookline on Tuesday, 
and Somerville at Chitlin Field on 
Friday.

Truly festive was the scene In the 
Methodist Parish House on Tuesday, 
April 24th. while the box luncheon an- 
nounced last week by the Auburndale 
Woman's Club was In progress.

Six billion pounds of food stuffs are 
used yearly in the United States to 
make alcoholic drinks. The transpor- 
tation of food stuffs is hindered by the 
transportation of liquor. A resolution 
urging federal legislation on this ques- 
tion was endorsed by the club.

H. Longfellow; treasurer, Miss Mar- 
garet Haskell; assistant treasurer. 
Miss Carolin Hollis; directors, Mrs. 

H. Fisher, 
Mrs. Charles P. Darling; auditor, Mrs. 
Amos II. Wells. 

While the ballots were being counted 
by the tellers, annual reports were 
rend by the retiring secretaries, the 
treasurer, and the chairmen of the va- 
rious committees. On listening to 
these reports some deeply serious, 
others lightened by humorous touches, 
but all speaking of faithful, earnest 
work, one renlized anew what a con- 
structive force in the community is the 
Auburndale Woman’s Club. 

After the report of the tellers, the 
retiring president, speaking feelingly 
of the red, white and blue with which 
the gavel was tied, handed it to the 
new president. Mrs. Lane spoke of the 
unknown difficulties which this year of 
stress may tiring, and solemnly pledg- 
ing her best service to the club, called 
for the loyalty of all members to their 
country, their city, and their club. Af- 
ter a rising vote of thanks to Mrs. 
Wentworth for her fine service, the 
meeting was adjourned for the season. 

On Saturday afternoon the Shakes- 
peare Club of Newton Highlands met 
with its president, Mrs. W. E. Moore, 
Hillside rond, and held its Annual Re- 
view under the direction of Mrs. A. L. 
Pratt. The meeting began somewhat 
earlier than usual, the members gath- 
ering at half past twelve and enjoy- 
ing luncheon together before the seri- 
ous work of the afternoon was taken 
up. 

Mrs. Pratt considered the work of 
the year under tiie two themes, Love 
ami Humor. She brought out Shakes- 
peare's method of treating these sub- 
jects by means of comparison with 
other writers such as Browning. Moli- 
ere. and Cervantes. 


tnke. in that she tried to convert tho 
world to her particular religious views 
amt thereby developed anaemic colo- 
nies. England, however, hnd the ad- 
vantage by beginning Into and profit- 
ing by the mistakes of her predecess- 
ors. She has succeeded In developing 
great otT-shoots of tho English race. 
Two mistakes she made with her 
American colonies: Tho Introduction 
of nn alien rnce to perform tho 
work and we have the negro prob- 
lem ns n result. Tho other was 
In crowding them Into participa- 
tion in the nfTnirs of the empire; 
In other words, she did not keep the 
race pore and did not maintain rnce 
cohesion. 

England’s real triumph has linen In 
tho development of her great colonies 
of Australia, Canada and New Zea- 
land, which are virtually independent. 
These nre all situated in the temper- 
ate zone. But the problem of tho 
tropical dependents is quite another 
matter. The races that can do things 
are those having a largo amount of 
available energy, which is a physical 
impossibility with natives of the trop- 
ics. Of the four different methods of 
control tried in tho tropics, — tho au- 
tocratic with native council, the giv- 
ing of real control to the natives and 
lastly, the putting of natives upon the 
throne with advisors from the mother 
country, as the Dutch and English 
have done In later years, — Professor 
Powers considers the last tho most 
successful. He fools that It Is Im- 
possible for the natives of the tropics 
to successfully govern themselves 
alone and therefore It. is the duty of 
tho white man to come In and assist, 
since civilization would break down, 
if wo could not have the products of 
tho tropics. 

At tho business meeting which pre- 
ceded the lecture, committees for next 
year were confirmed and a resolution 
urging nationwide prohibition during 
the period of the war was passed, a 
copy of which to lie telegraphed to 
President Wilson and one sent to the 
State Federation. A committee was 
appointed to keep in touch with tho 
Nonantum Vacation School and to use 
its influence that the work there may 
not be abandoned entirely.

L. S. (' on Monday at the home of 
Mrs. Fred R. Hayward, when Miss 
Margaret E. Rich, secretary of the 
Newton Welfare Bureau, spoke to the 
dull upon Welfare work, touching 
particularly upon Mothers' Aid. Miss 
Rich approves of this method of as- 
sistance, although she said there Is 
no one panacea for all cases. She 
spoke of problems confronting the so- 
cial worker and asked for volunteers 
to supplement what the Bureau is en- 
deavoring to accomplish. 

Dr. II. II. Powers addressed the So- 
cial Science Club on Wednesday morn- 
ing at the closing meeting of the sea- 
son. Ills address was a summing up 
of tiie study of Colonization, in which 
he compared the methods of the vari- 
ous countries and discussed the ethics 
of Imperialism. 

The question of colonies, he said, is 
tiie one which tiie world is struggling 
over today. Five hundred years ago 
Europe controlled about 6U per cent 
of the globe, today It controls 90 per 
cent. By the beginning of the ltitii 
century everything, except Australia, 
had been discovered amt in the empty 
land colonies hud grown up. The first 
attempts, those of Spain and Portugal, 
were a failure becuuse these coun- 
' ' i< s lived upon i to- tool ol l heir col- 
onies. France made a similar mls- 


That the women of the city are ab- 
sorbed in numerous nctivities arising 
out of the present crisis did not ma- 
terially effect the attendance nt the 
annual meeting of tho Newton Feder- 
ation held at the Central Congrega- 
tional church, Newtonvllle, on Tues- 
day, May 1st.

These were published 
in English, French, Italian and Yid- 
dish and were secured through tho 
courtesy of the Metropolitan Life In- 
surance Co. The report of the Edu- 
cation committee presented by the 
chairman, Mrs. L. H. Marshall, will 
lie given substantially In full in a 
later issue of the Graphic. Mrs. Mar- 
shall reported that twenty women 
have enrolled themselves for the class 
in Spanish to be given in the fall and 
that there is room for more. Names 
may lie sent to her within the next 
few days as she is anxious to fill up 
the number before she retires from 
her position ns chairman.

High School Hoys 

To meet the shortage in labor for 
work in the home gardens of the city, 
an appeal lias been made to the boys 
of the High schools, and they have 
responded nobly. Some 165. between 
the ages of 14 and 16 have agreed to 
work, they receiving 20 cents an hour. 
These boys are doing a patriotic ser- 
vice by thus volunteering and It is 
proposed to recognize it with an ap- 
propriate badge and honorable dis- 
charge when they have faithfully com- 
pleted their term of service. Mr. 
Thurber of the Technical High School 
is in charge of this work, and hoys 
may be engaged by application to him 
directly or through the food commit- 
tee’s office. 

The older boys are being enlisted, to 
work on farms to help out the profes- 
sional farmers to whom the state must 
look for the largest increase in Its 
food supply. The plans being made 
for this work, under the direction of 
Messrs. Palmer and Murray are very 
interesting and we hope soon to toll 
of it in detail. 

Garden Supervision 

The sub-committee on garden super- 
vision. Messrs. W. W. Colton and Al- 
fred MacDonald have arranged to have 
a desk and telephone at the office of 
the Newton Safety Committee. No. 893 
Washington street. Ncwtonville, tele- 
phone Newton North 23S1. Communi- 
cations relative to garden supervision 
which are not handled by the several 
village improvement societies may be 
referred to this office. A clerk will be 
in the office and will answer all ques- 
tions directly or refer them to the 
proper persons who can answer them. 
The committee would consider It a 
favor If inquiries were made in per- 
son or by telephone of this office be- 
fore calling up the members. 

A technically trained agriculturist, 
Mr. Cyril Furbush, has been engaged 
to work under the direction of the 
committee and is at present going 
about the city giving advice to those 
who may desire it. 

Children’s Gardens 

The Committee on Public Safety is 
cooperating with the school depart- 
ment in their endeavor to have many 
school gardens, and children’s home 
gardens. In the upper grades the 
school garden work will be compul- 
sory for all and land has been pro- 
vided for sucli gardens. Children who 
have no land near their homes for 
home-gardens will have it supplied 
them by the Public Safety Committee. 

The Playground Commission has 
turned over land on the playgrounds 
for children’s gardens and Mr. Ernst 
Hermann lias arranged to have the 
playground supervisors inspect and 
care for the gardens on these lands. 
Plans are now being made for similar 
work in connection with the home 
gardens. 

Village Offices 

During the last week, the Men’s

EX-MAYOR HIBBARD 

Death Occurs on Tuesday after a Brief 
Illness 


Hon. Hcrmon K. Hibbard, a resident 
of this city for over forty years, died 
last Tuesday at bis home on Washing- 
ton street, Hunnewell Hill after an ill- 
ness of but a few hours. Ho attended 
to his business as principal of the 
Bryant and Stratton School In Boston 
on Friday as usual hut was found seri- 
ously ill on Saturday morning nnd 
never rallied. 

Hcrmon Elisha Hibbard was born in 
North Hero, Vermont, March 28, 1848. 
and after receiving the usual educa- 
tion of a country boy came to Boston 
when tS years of age. lie found em- 
ployment as nil office boy in the Bryant 
and Stratton Commercial School, later 
I ecame otic of its teachers and In 1868 
was its proprietor. Since that date he 
has made tills school the lender In its 
line in New England. 

Mr. Hibbard made the school one of 
the Institutions of New England nnd 
realized his early ideal of developing 
a college of commercial education, sec- 
ond to none in the country. 

He became a resident of Newton in 
1873, residing at first on Jefferson 
street, nnd later removing to his pres- 
ent residence on Washington street. 
He took a deep interest in city nffalrs 
and was active in developing the Hun- 
newcll hill section of the community. 
He accepted the Citizens nomination 
for Mayor in the fall of 1889 hut was 
defeated by Mayor Burr. The next 
year, however, he was elected Mayor 
and served for two years. During Ills 
administration the city began the con- 
struction of the present sewer system, 
and, on one occasion when there was 
some delay in providing sufficient 
funds. Mr. Hibbard personally ad- 
vanced a considerable sum of money 
in order that the laborers might re- 
ceive their wages. Mr. Hibbard fore- 
saw the future of this city and under 
his leadership the first steps were 
taken towards the construction of the 
present Commonwealth avenue. He 
was one of the original members of 
the Hunnewell club and was also a 
member of the Boston Art Club, nnd 
lias served for many years as one of 
the Sinking Fund Commissioners of 
the city. 

He married Miss Mary Holyoke of 
St. Albans. Vt„ who died five years 
ago. He Is survived by one daughter, 
Effie Mary, the wife of Mr. Walter B. 
Trowbridge of Pelham Manor, N. Y. 

Funeral services wore held this af- 
ternoon at his late residence. Rev. H. 
Grant Person, pastor of Eliot Church 
officiating. There was a large attend- 
ance of friends and business associ- 
ates. and four of the older teachers of 
the Bj^ant and Stratton school acted 
as the pall hearers. The interment 
was in the family lot at the Newton 
Cemetery. 

On the announcement of his death 
the flags of the city were ordered nt 
half iliast by Mayor Childs as a tribute 
of respect. 


CAPTAIN RANLETT DEAD 


Captain Charles E. Ranlett, for fifty 
years a resident of Auhurndalc, died 
last night at his home on Central 
street, (’apt. Ranlett. who has been 
confined to his room for some months, 
celebrated his 100th birthday on No- 
vember 9 of last year atul was the 
otuest resident of the city. 

He was horn November 9. 1816 at 
Montville, Maine, and went to sea at 
an early ago. being employed in the 
coasting trade. At about tlie age of 
twenty-live, he took command of the 
bark "Alabama” and in her and his 
next command, the fine clipper ship 
"Kentucky." was engaged in trade be- 
tween New York. New Orleans, and 
European ports. In 1S47 he became 
captain of the bark "Miltiades,” in 
which, during the Irish famine, lie 
made voyages to Limerick, Odessa, and 
Antwerp. In 1850 in the ship “Ionian” 
lie made the voyage lo San Francisco, 
nnd was there at the time of the great 
fire of 1851. In this ship and in tlie 
ship "Oracle,” lie niude several voy- 
ages to India, China, and Australia. 
In 1860, in a schooner “Nautilus.” lie 
made a scientific expedition to Labra- 
dor and Greenland, and in 1864 and 
1865 in tlie bark "Sunbeam" made a 
voyage to Australia, Peru, Ireland, 
and Spain, taking with him li is whole 
family. His last command was the 
bark "Asterlas.” 

Between these voyages he was ai 
resident of Thomaslon, Maine, and in 
1863 was representative from that 
town in tlie Maine Legislature. He 
removed to Auburndalo in 1866. In . 
Ilu* year 1871-1872 lie was one of the 
selectmen of Newton, and was one of 
the City’s representatives in tlie Gen- 
eral Court in the years 1877-1878-1879. 

He was a member of the Auburn- 
dale Congregational Church and of tlie 
New England Historical and Genea- 
logical Society. 

Captain Ranlett was twice married, 
his first wife being Elizabeth Bond 
Stearns and the second, Ann M. Jor- 
dan. 

He is survived by one son, Mr. Fred- 
erick .1. Ranlett anil one daughter, 
.Miss S. Alice Ranlett. both of Auburn- 
dale. • 

Funeral services will be held Sut- 
urdaj afternoon at 4 o’clock at his 
late residence on Central street.

The school children have not been 
overlooked In the campaign for more 
gardens In this city.

ThiB iB accomplished by 
the purchase In the first Instance by 
the Newton Committee of Public 
Safety, acting through its committee 
on food production. With the assis- 
tance of some of the school pupils, 
the seeds will be done up in packages, 
for which the pupils will pay, thus 
reimbursing the committee. 

Cooktug Exhibition 

The exhibit of the Women’s Muni- 
cipal League, in connection with 
economical cooking, will be held at 
the Technical High School on Tues- 
day, May .15, at 3 P. M. Mrs. Brown 
will give a brief lecture on food values 
and there will be an exhibition of 
meats to show the different cuts.

The (Inal figures for the budget of 
1917 making a total of $1,657,616.48 do 
not tell the whole story of the cost of 
our city government, for they do not 
include $38,611.69 which have al- 
ready been appropriated. $1,726.60 
which was appropriated the same 
night ns the budget, and an item of 
$25,000 for Special Building repairs 
will he certainly appropriated within 
the next six weeks, so that the grand 
total will be not far from $1,723,000 
when the tax levy is fixed. This sum 
Ir approximately $100,000 more than 
the expenses for 1916, and about $60,- 
000 more than the city appropriations 
in the levy of 1916. 

The principal items in the budget 
are the following: 

School department. $463,641.93 which 
includes about $27,000 for increases in 
salary and which is more than $50,000 
larger than the expense of 1916. 

Street department. $368,619.50 an in- 
crease of $13,000 over last year, and 
which includes $42,000 for resurfacing. 
$60,000 for street maintenance, $1S,508 
for new equipment, and $64,441 for 
street lighting. 

The Police department. $119,023.42. 
an increase of $13,000. The Fire de- 
partment. $98,157.81, Forestry depart- 
ment. $60,776, Charity department. 
$48,109, Library department. $3G,355. 
and which had the sole distinction of 
having its estimates passed without a 
change of a figure, Health department, 
$38,896, Buildings department, $38,546, 
to which $25,000 will be added later, 
and tlie Playground department, $24.- 
883, and which includes a new bath- 
house at Allison park, and a new sani- 
tary building at Newtcn Highlands 
playground.

WILL COSTjil 40,000 

Street Railway Co. Hard Hit by Arbitration 
on Wages of Men 

Messrs. Henry C. Sawyer, chairman 
Arthur A. Ballantinc and James H 
Valiey, the arbitrators between the 
Middlesex and Boston Street Railway 
Company and their employees handed 
down their decision last week on the 
seven questions which they have had 
under consideration for several 
months. 

The questions included; 

1. The hourly rate of wages and 
scale for blue uniform men. 

2. The hourly rate of wages and 
overtime for barnmen and other em- 
ployees. 

3. Whether there shall he a grad- 
uated scale for three years for barn- 
men and other employees. 

4. Whether all regular runs shall 
pay at least 9 hours' wages. 

5. Whether all employees shall 
have free transportation on book tick- 
ets. 

6. Whether there shall be a mini- 
mum day’s wages for other em- 
ployees than blue uniform men. 

7. When the award shall termin- 
ate. 

On the first question the award 
states that the cost of living has in- 
creased 10 per cent since the last 
award in 1914. with wages lagging be- 
hind almost 10 percent. "It is per- 
fectly clear that the Company has no 
sufficient surplus from which to pay 
increased labor charges and it is 
equally apparent that the revenues, 
under present conditions, will not be 
sufficient to provide for increased 
wages without denying to stockhold- 
ers a just return on their investment. 
The Company has been economically 
and efficiently managed. It is ex- 
tremely conservative in salaries paid 
executive officers and it is clear that 
its financial condition is not due to 
extravagance or lack of efficiency. 
It does not seem possible that any 
Company could be better or Tnore 
thriftily -.-"ducted.” 

The board bfciic v es that the limua- 
tion upon the income of '•H’p'oyer 
is one within the control of the Pub- 
lic Service Commission. Public inter- 
est requires a continuation of the ser- 
vice rendered by this railroad. It 
ought not to he contained at a loss 
either to the owners or the operatives. 
The hoard cannot deal with the mat- 
ter of increased revenues for the 
Company, but it does not believe the 
operatives should submit to the in- 
justice of working for wages less 
than sufficient to maintain the most 
frugal sort of living. It is quite as 
important that the men should be paid 
an adequate wage as that the mechan-

Two matters of Importance re- 
ceived the consideration of the aider- 
men last Monday evening, when the 
budget for the year amounting to $L- 
657,616.48 was passed as recommend- 
ed by the Finance committee, and nil 
permits to transport intoxicating 
liquors in this city were refused. 
Both matters were debated at length, 
the longest arguments on the budget 
coming, as usual, on unimportant 
salary Increases, while the largest 
Items of appropriations received little 
or no attention. 

President Early presided arid all the 
members save Aldermen Cobb. Harri- 
man. and Tuttle were present. 

Many unimportant routine hearings 
were held without opposition, includ- 
ing Edison poles on Crafts street, 
conduits in Bigelow road, relocations 
on Lincoln street, Edison and Tele- 
phone poles on Hull street, on taking 
land for a sewer in Silver Lake aven- 
ue. and laying a concrete sidewalk on 
Maple street. A 'written remon- 
strance was filed from H. D. Cabot 
and others on the petition of the New- 
tonville and Watertown Street Rail- 
way Company for a turnout on Crafts 
street at Watertown street. 

A large number of Auburndale peo- 
ple appeared in opposition to peti- 
tion of Byron B. Mitchell for a gaso- 
lene license on Commonwealth avenue 
and Phillips street, including Messrs. 
U. W. .Moyer. Chas. E. Fogg, Stanley 
Smith. George S. Haddock, and Miss 
Edna Moyer. Mr. Mitchell being the 
only person favoring the petition. 

Mayor Childs sent in numerous 
messages mostly regarding minor 
changes in the budget estimates. He 
appointed three of the Registrars of 
Voters, Messrs. George H. Bourne, 
William J. Doherty, and City Clerk 
Grant, a board of conscription to reg- 
ister persons liable to be drafted for 
war service. He also recommended 
(hat authority be granted the Forestry 
Department to plow land for private 
individuals at cost, that $225 be ap- 
propriated for a flag pole at Waban. 
that $1000 additional ba allowed for 
Special Police, and that $3T6.Gu be 
approved for a new automobile for the 
Health Department. He also sent in 
the following message relative to the 
death of Ex-Mayor H. E. Hibbard. 

Gentlemen : 

It is my sad duty to announce to 
you the death on Tuesday last of 
Honorable Hermon E. Hibbard. 

He held the office of Mayor of this 
city in 1S91 and 1S92. 

A successful candidate on a citi- 
zens' ticket, which is always a person- 
al tribute, he proved an honest, inde- 
pendent and constructive- executive 
who set in motion forces which have 
resulted in many of the benefits which 
our people enjoy today. 

The story of his life from boyhood 
demonstrates the fact that, in this the 
land of the free, the youth with char- 


J acter and purpose has a great oppor- 
tunity. 

That story should inspire any lad 
in this city whose yoke is not easy and 
whose burden Is far from light.

ical equipment should be maintained, 
and the board differentiates between 
the payment of fair living wages and 
the payment of a just return on in- 
vested capital, as wages are a factor 
of service upkeep. 

The average wage for blue uni- 
formed men is 27.986 tier hour, and an 
increase of 9.311 per cent will pro- 
duce nn average of 30.592 per hour. 

For the period beginning July 1, 
1917, the board approves this sched- 
ule:

The board finds that it is not practi- 
cal to establish a graduated scale for 
barnmen and approves schedules from 
present rates ranging between

39.5 in 1919. Trackmen are increased 
from 25 and 29 to 27.5 and 32 for 1917, 
to 28.25 and 33 for 1918, and to 2S.75 
and 33.5 in 1919. Track oilers will 
jump from 20 and 25 to 22 and 27.5 in 
1917, to 22.5 and 28.25 in 1918, and to 
23 and 28.75 in 1919. 

The matter of a graduated scale for 
barnmen, etc., is not allowed. 

On question 1 the board finds that 
the financial condition is such that the 
Company ought not to pay for any 
unnecessary time. 

Transportation for employees will 
continue as at present, on exhibit of 
the badge. 

The board finds that it is inadvis- 
able to grant a minimum day's wage 
for barnmen, etc. 

The award dates back to July 1, 
1916, and increases the payroll of the 
Company $35,000 for the first year, 
and a total increase of $140,000 fur 
the three years the agreement will 
run.

The report of the Finance commit- 
tee on the budget called for an appro- 
priation of $1,657,616.48 and stated 
that in making salary increases the 
board, had followed a general policy 
of limiting increases in salaries to 
those receiving $1500 or less. The 
committee also stated that it had 
based its figures for police and fire 
department salaries on a new sched- 
ule calling for an initial salary of 
$1000 and increase of $100 annually 
until a maximum of $1300 was reach- 
ed. The finst item considered was 
that of $950 for auditing the books of 
the Comptroller of Accounts, which 
the Finance Committee had stricken 
out as unnecessary or inadequate. 
Alderman Hollis wanted the item put 
back and Alderman Kendrick sug- 
gested that the other item of $600 for 
auditing books of the treasurer be al- 
so held up and the two matters con- 
sidered together. This suggestion 
stopped discussion, but the $600 item 
was later voted in with the rest of the 
budget. An attempt was made to in- 
crease the salary of the City Mes- 
senger from $1300. the figure reported 
by the Finance Committee to $1350 
Aldermen Hollis, Hapgood. and Whid- 
den speaking in favor and Alderman 
Murphy opposing, but it was defeated 
by a vote of 9 to 8. The items for the 
Buildings department were also dis- 
cussed at length. The salary of the 
Buildings Commissioner, which the 
Finance Committee had left at $2350 
was the principal matter at issue. Al- 
derman Clark. Whidden, and Blake 
urging an increase to $2500 and Aider- 
men Winslow, Angier. and Murphy op- 
posing such action. The committee 
was finally sustained 9 to S. Alder- 
man McCarthy favored increasing the 
salary of the Plumbing Inspector from 
$1900 to $2000. but could only muster 
3 votes in favor. The action of the 
Finance Committee in eliminating the 
usual item of $25,000 for Special 
building repairs was attacked by Al- 
dermen Clark. Whidden. and Hollis, 
who wanted the item retained in 
the budget. Aldermen Winslow, 
Angier. and Murphy opposed on the 
ground that the Building Commission- 
er had failed to furnish promised de- 
tails of expenditures under this item 
in 1916. and that he should come to 
the board for each item in the future. 
There was no disposition to -save the 
™i money, but only to have the Cornmis- 
“ ‘‘ n “ ! sioner make a request for money as 
tneeded.' The committee was sustained 
on this matter. Alderman Hollis en- 
deavored to have the Police and Fire 
I appropriations increased by making 
1 the maximum salary $1400 on the 5th 
I and subsequent years of service, but 
was defeated. The budget was then 
adopted and authority granted to ex- 
pend the appropriations therein con- 
tained. 

The majority report of the License 
committee opposing a pony express 
license to the American Express Com- 
pany was also discussed for some 
time. Aldermun Whidden favoring the 
granting of the permit as he was op- 
posed to forcing prohibition on the 
citizens of Newton in this way. and 
because he believed that 20 per cent 
Yes vote on the license question rep- 
resented persons who should be al- 
lowed this opportunity to receive 
liquor in their homes in a legal man- 
ner. Alderman Carter who opposed 
the Committee report, stated that as a 
war measure he should now support 
the committee. Aldermen Clark. 
Winslow, Cole, Blake, Kendrick and 
Hollis supported the committee and 
President Early left the chair to also 
speak in Its favor. The vote was 
unanimous as Alderman Whidden ilid 
not carry his opposition to that ex- 
tent. Immediately after this vote, Al- 
dermun Kendrick introduced the fol- 
lowing resolution which was adopted 
unanimously. 

Resolved: That the following tele- 
grams be sent to President Wilson, 
Senators Lodge and Weeks, and Rep- 
resentative Carter:

We must not forget the 
man who stays at home and keeps 
tilings going, nor the nobility and 
valor of the doctors and nurses who 
stay nt home and labor to vanquish 
the dread scourge of disease. The 
highest service lies in the duties be- 
yond the sight of the populace, the 
simple tasks of home, the care of 
children. Woman is ever the keeper 
of high idenls. the priestess, the moul- 
der of the character of the young men. 
The war should he taken seriously, 
hut not hysterically. Stability and 
noise nre essentials of true patriotism. 
Luncheon was served at the close.

Hospital Aid and Junior Leiiguo 

The Newton Hospital Aid Assocla 
tion and Hie Junior League for New- 
ton Hospital Social Service held joint 
annual meetings on Tuesday morning, 
May 8. in the New Church parlors, 
Newtonvllle. Mrs. H. H. Carter, pres- 
ident of the Hospital Aid Association, 
was in the chair during tho business 
meeting of her organization and Miss 
Dorothy Taylor of the Junior Lcuguo 
presided over the business meeting of 
tin; League. 

The reports of tho officers showed 
both organizations to be in good condi- 
tion and much good work accom- 
plished. The by-laws of the Hospital 
Aid were amended, so that hereafter 
the treasurer will Bend due hills to all 
members, rather than having the 
money collected by the directors from 
the different villages. Miss Riddle, 
superintendent at the Hospital, spoke 
of Hie use which Iibb been mude of the 
free bed supported by the Association, 
of the good done by the visits of the 
directors and of the substantial help 
which tins been rendered. She stated 
that there lias been u decrease in the 
death rate and in the length of stay of 
tile patients over that of 6 or 8 yeurs 
ago. Twenty-two percent of the pa- 
tients are treated absolutely free, 57 
percent are taken at less than cost, 
while only 21 per cent pay full charges 
During the month of April wub the 
largest amount of work, the daily 
average of patients being 102 1-2. 

While the hospital eunnot he used us 
a base hospital, it lias been looked 
over by officers of the Navy und ar- 
rangements iiave been mude so that 
it cuu he equipped for 80 patients in 
ten minutes, should the need arise. 

The preseut officers were re-elected 
for tlie coming year: President, Mrs. 
II H. Carter; vice-president. Mrs. G. 
H. Talbot; treasurer, Miss Rose Lur- 
ing; secretary, Mrs. F. E. Anderson, 
together with a long list of directors 
coining from all parts of the city. 

After the annual reports of the Jun- 
ior League officers, Miss Bophia Smith, 
the social worker at the hospital sup- 
ported by the league, told of her

Though war slioulil rise against mo, even then 

will I bo confident.” 

It was t ho uio3*. momentous hour In our history since the civil war, when 
President Wilson appealed to Congress to declare war against the Imperial 
German government. War Is never just I tied except ns a Inst resort, when 
other measures have been tried and have failed. It is with the utmost re- 
luctance that this peace-loving nation puts on Its armor. We have endured 
Insolence, piracy, plots against the peace and Integrity of the nation furthered 
hy the authorized representatives of Germany, and the violent death of our 
citizens on the high sens. We have tried all the resources of diplomacy. 
The only alternatives left were those proposed hy the Emergency Peace 
Federation: — A Joint High Commission; a Conference of Neutrals; The 
Declaration of London; and An Appeal to the Ilclllgcrents to moot In n 
Congress. The last had already been tried out by the President laHt December. 
The Declaration of lamdon has nothing to do with the case at issue, and has 
not been recognized by the great powers of the world. A Joint High Com- 
mission is Impossible, since Germany refuses to stop even for a day her 
submarine warfare. Wo cannot ask for such a commission while a state of 
war actually exists. An appeal to other neutrals for Joint action offers no 
promise of redress while neutrals arc lloutcd by the belligerents. Therefore, 
after two and a half years, we are drawn Into the maelstrom of the world war. 

Perhaps no declaration of war was ever so impressive as this. This is so, 
In part, beennso of our long patience. Many felt that this notion ought to 
have been taken after the sinking of the Lusitania. It Is said that hundreds 
of thousands of lives might have been saved, If America had taken a firm 
stand then against the violations of international law and common humanity. 
Whether or not this opinion is just is now only an academic question. One 
thing is sure, that the nation lias been divided. We have not been of one 
mind on the advisability of going to war. Hut one result of this long delay has 
been the crystallizing of sentiment and the growth of a united public opinion. 
Only six votes in the Senate and fifty in the house, fifty-six out of five hundred 
and thirty votes, were cast against the resolution. When the President at 
last spoke, he had behind him a united nation. 

Hut this declaration is impressive also because it is the voice of the 
people, through their representatives. When Germany made war, the people 
liad no voice In the matter. The same thing is true In England, although the 
will of the nation was doubtless expressed in the action. Hut England was 
far from unanimous, and two cabinet members resigned because they could 
not approve of the war. It is fortunate that England did not delay for par- 
liamentary action. Two or three days of debate might have meant the fall 
of Paris, and a far reaching disaster. So also in France, in Russia, in Bul- 
garla, in every one of the countries at war except our own, the step was 
taken by a small body of rulers. When one autocrat sounds the alarum of 
war, it may lie terribly impressive. Hut when a united nation of more than 
a hundred millions puts the trumpet to its lips, the echoes arouse tjie world 
to listen. 

But this declaration is most impressive, because wo have nothing to 
gain from the war. We enter it with clean hands. Our action is disinterested. 
This is disputed. Germany denies it. She imputes to us motives of sordid 
gain, or of lust of dominion. In our own Congress, it lias been said that the 
money-power, the munition makers, and a subsidized press have forced us 
into war. Men who were making money faster than ever before in history, 
under the conditions of peace, are certainly fools, if they seek the uncertain 
gains of war. Unquestionably there is still in our unregoneratc hearts some- 
thing of the very human desire for vengeance, perhaps more than a spark 
of righteous indignation at the outrages committed on Belgium, Poland, and 
othor helpless peoples. Hut our streets have not resounded to the cry 
"Remember the Lusitania," as in 1898 they echoed the shout "Remember the 
Maine.” We are going to war calmly, and in a better and saner mood. The 
President speaks for us all when he says: — "We have no selfish ends to serve. 
We desire no conquest, no dominion. We seek no indemnities for ourselves, 
no material compensation for the sacrifices wo shall freely make. We are but 
one of tile champions of the rights of mankind. Wo shall he satisfied when 
those rights have been made as secure as the faith and freedom of the 
nations can make them.” Human action is never the result of unmixed 
motives, either in the individual or the nation. But our resolve to enter 
into this war is the result not chiefly of the influence of violent parlsans of 
the Allies, nor of those who hope to make gain out of warfare, but rather of 
the influence of the intellectual and moral leaders of the nation. Almost 
every college president in the country urged this step. The great majority 
of college professors, noted philanthropists, leaders in reform movements, 
authors and editors wore with them. As The New Republic says, it has been 
decidedly a movement of the “Intellectuals." The mind and the conscience 
of the nation find expression in it. 

The Gormans find this hard, if not impossible, to believe. They justify 
any war, on their theory of the state, which promises new territory, the 
control of trade routes, commercial or political advantage. Hut it is Incon 
ceivable that a nation should be so swayed by distinterested motives as to 
undertake the tremendous sacrifices of war. It may be well, therefore, for 
us to answer more fully, for our own clear thinking, the question, "Why 
are we at war?” 

I. Why, then, have we entered this wtirl 

When the war broke out, Americans might well be pardoned for looking 
upon it as only one more of the old struggles between European nations. 
Inspired by greed of territory, dynastic ambitions, racial hatreds, and com- 
mercial advantages. Congratulating ourselves on our isolation, we might well 
consider the war not our affair. Hut the two-and-a-half years of the struggle 
have cleared the air, and made evident the underlying principles at stake. 
Now we realize that here is a death-grapple between theories of civilization 
so fundamental that all nations are deeply concerned in the Issue. Wo can 
no longer stand aloof. Let me read a few sentences from a recent editorial. 
Americans “are more and more profoundly impressed by Germany’s rape of 
Belgium and her enslavement of non-belligerents. They are astounded and 
angry at the general ruthlessness of the Central Powers, at their alliance 
with the Turk, at their drastic coercion of the Poles, at their willingness 
unlawfully to violate tin* lives and property of any and all peoples on the

believe in the reign of law. and Hint government must ultimately rest upon . [(’ ’’ 

law and righteousness rather than upon force. We repudiate the Teuton 
assertion that there Is nothing above the state and that might makes right 
We cannot rest secure In any civilization established upon that basis; but we 
believe In the appeal to law and to equity rather titan to force in all national 
and International questions, and we go Into this struggle to help establish 
the lasting pence of mankind in Justice and righteousness. 

II. It inti} lie well for ns to state again what we hope to accomplish 
In litis wnr. 

In 1 705 Emanuel Kant declared three tilings to ho net* - ary to secure 
perpetual peace among the nations. The world must lie politically organized 
for peace. National aetlon must be determined by the nations and not hy a 
few autocratic rulers, and the qdrlt of universal good will toward other 
peoples must tie everywhere developed. Kant was more than a century ahead 
of Ills age. Hut, more and more, thoughtful men recognize the necessity of 
these principles. More and more, men are becoming determined tlitil it shall 
never again he In the power of an autocratic group In any nation to bring on 
siteh a world-conflict as thi*;. In the providence of God all the great nations 
of earth are being drawn into this conflict. The whole structure of the pollli 
cal life of mankind is being shaken down hy this universal earthquake. The 
ground is being cleared for the erection of a new world-order and men are 
determined that Hie world shall lie so politically organized that permanent 
peace shall tie possible. The League of Nations to Enforce I’eace has already 
become a reality. If now, Brazil, Argentina, chile, the Central American re- 
publics and Spain shall follow our example and declare war upon the 
Central Powers, they will have almost all the rest of the world arrayed 
against them. It will come pretty near to a universal league of nations to 
enforce peace against those who were responsible for bringing on the war 
One great hope which we cherish as we enter the strife is that our influence 
shall not only shorten litis present conflict but shall contribute to a perma- 
nent peace of (lie world. We hope also as incidental to this end to foster 
in all nations the spirit of democracy. The Kaiser promises that Prussia 
will he a democracy after the war. Mr. Lloyd George says grimly. “I think 
he is right.” The German people .have a right to any form of government 
they prefer. If they like autocracy, it is uoue of our business, lint il is 
our business that autocracy shall not stifle liberty in other nations who do 
not prefer it. We aim "to make Hie world a safe place for democracies.” 

No part of our President's speech is more noble in spirit and meets with 
more universal approval than his declaration of good will toward the German 
people. When the bitterness Inevitable to deadly strife has been softened 
by time, it is our hope that just as in our own land civil strife accomplished 
tho unity of Hie nation so this world wnr may hind the nations together 
and foster in all mankind tho spirit of universal good will. 

Ilf. And now wc* are ready to tisli wluil Hie war involves. 

it means the raising of it great army. Mr. Sidney Brooks says that if 
wc do proportionately what England did, we shall have 1,500.000 men under 
arms at tho end of the first year and over 11.000 000 eventually. I hope and 
trust that, no army of such magnitude may need to ho enrolled. Hut it is 
evident that wo must have as soon its possible an army of at least a million 
men. How are they to 1>" provided? I trust Hint we shall adopt some prin- 
ciple of universal service. Tito word “conscription” hns an unpleasant sound: 
but some form of enforcing the common obligation of till able-bodied citizens 
is both just amt necessary; The volunteer system involves greater evils than 
universal service. It is hard for ns to imagine the moral and social pressure 
exerted to force men lo "volunteer." May we lie spared the sight of young girls 
pinning white feathers on every man they find who is not in khaki. The 
decision lo enlist or not i too -"Hot! i matter to he left to the judgment of 
a casual stranger. Moreover, the men who are first to volunteer are often 


those who ought not lo go. men of high spirit who have families dependent The Brit -h | , ag<

have been taught that Germany is so far superior i 
her divine mission to rule the world, and that 
those who resist her rule are rebels against God. There has just come to 
my desk n little book with Hie strange title "Hurrah and Hallelujah", the 
name of a Germnn war poem. This hook is entirely made up of extracts 
from recent sermons hy famous German preachers, addresses hy professors, 
war poems, etc. It Is difficult to believe that it Is not a hoax. As Ralph | 
Connor says in the Introduction it seems ns if somebody wishing to htimili-i 
ate and ridicule Germany hail faked these extracts and attributed them to! 
these reverend and learned leaders of her people. "That silly, solemn self- 
glorification. that self-idolatry with its iteration so characteristic of a semi- 
herharotlH fannPcism how even n slight sense of humor had saved them! — 
that sense of mission, light-bearing and life-giving, to inferior, frivolous and 
decadent non-Cet tout peoples (Cf. “German nature healing a sick world") 
Hint pitiful, insolent contempt for all peoples, races, tribes other than them- 
selves, that crazy hatred of those they call their foes, rising to a frenzied 
hysteria when directed against. England, and above all, and sadder than all 
Hint blasphemous monopolizing of the Almighty as the German God, nay 
the identification of the Deity with the German soul. . . . How pitiful it. all 
Is, how ghastly, how terribly funny were it not so terribly sad." These 
words of Ralph Connor are not exaggerated. As I read these extracts from the 
spiritual and intellectual leaders of Germany I felt as if I were listening 
to the ravings of the unhappy inmates of an insane asylum. You could not 
match them anywhere else. These people are literally hes.de themselves 
with pride and arrogance. They are all megalomaniacs. Even Prof. Harnack, 
the leading scholar in all the world in the sphere of church history, joins 
those who feel that Germany is so superior to all the rest of the 
world that si 1 1 other nations should bow down before her and consider them- 
selves happy to he ruled by her. Prof. Von Stengel, the German authority 
oil International Law. is reported ns saying. "There will be no conference 
tit the Hague after this war. The one condition of prosperous existence for 
tile nations is submission to our supreme direction, in our over-lordship all 
'tilernatlotml law will te superfluous, for we of ourselves and instinctively 
give to each one his rights.” And here are pages of quotations from the 
liest-known preachers of Germany in which with wearisome iteration it is 
asserted that the German nation is God’s chosen people, that 
it is God’s evident will that they shall rule the nations, that 
the only hope for the decadent world is in the rule of this people so 
infinitely superthr to all the rest of mankind, etc. ad nauseam. We must meet 
this fanaticism with reason and righteousness. No people can forever defy 
the common judgment of the world. Germany is beginning to question her 
infallibility as site finds the nations united In condemnation of her inhumanity. 
When she realizes that Hie world does not so much hate her as despise her. 
it will he a hitter awakening front her dream. Public opinion is the court 
of last resort. It is our privilege to help create and maintain in the world 
an ntmosphete of good-will and mutual respect anil tolerance which will 
make such a world tragedy as this forever impossible hereafter. 

As I close, let me turn to one thing which lies within the power of 
every one. which will he a real contribution to the cause so dear to our 
hearts. One great nation after another has been led to try to stop the waste 
of men and treasure through alcoholic drink. Whatever may have been the 
weaknesses and sins of the late Czar, lie lias this to his credit that he signed 
the decree which made Russia sober. Without this prohibition of vhodka. 
it is doubtful if the revolution would have been possible. France has 
diminished die use of alcohol curing the war. England lias made strenuous 
efforts in this direction.

They conclude that Germany’s militarism is, therefore 
a menace to the whole world, quite us pirates once were to honest seafaring 
men, or as a mail dog louse in a community.

Suppose Germany should win. and should impose her terms and her peculiar 
‘kultur’ upon the Allies, we of tho United States tho while standing idle by 
and permitting her to do it? Would we ho advancing the cause of peace- 
civilization. and righteousness thereby? Suppose, they continue, that Ger- 
many’s ambition, fattening upon success, should later seek ruthlessly to 
dominate and Impose tho same ‘kultur’ upon the people of our own nation, 
should we permit her to do It? It is pointed out that at least three nations. 
Holland. Denmark, and Norway, stand terrorized hy tho fate of Belgium. If 
peace is to lie attained in the present world, there must he a sacrifice. 
Pleasant words to a frenzied, aggressive world will not avail. Inaction cannot 
help. There Is such a thing as righteous wrath, illustrated In the scourging 
of Hie money-changers in the temple. A disturber of the peace must lie dealt 
with hy someone, kindly if possible, forcibly If necessary. If. therefore, wo 
should succeed ill keeping out of litis war, does it follow that we are in 
practise and in effect real advocates of peace?" Tills is not a quotation 
from tho organ of Tho Navy League, nor front a political agitator. It is taken 
from the leading editorial of Hie April issue of The Advocate of Ponce, the 
organ of the American Ponce Society, and was written before the declaration 
of war. Let. me add the now familiar words of tho President: — “The present 
German warfare against commerce Is a warfare against mankind. It Is a 
war against all nntions. American ships have been sunk, American lives taken 
in ways which ii lias stirred us very deeply to learn of, but the ships of 
other neutral and friendly nations have been sunk and overwhelmed in the 
waters in tho same way. There lias been no discrimination. The challenge 
Is to all mankind. Each tuition must decide for itself how it will meet it. The 
choice we make for ourselve must he made with a moderation of counsel 
pnd a temperance of judgment hefittng our character and our motives as 
a nation. We must put excited feeling away. Our motive will not ho revenge 
or the victorious asset ion of the physical might of the nation. Imt only tile 
vindication of right, of human right, of which wo arc only a single champion." 
On no other hut this high ground can we justify our entrance into the war. 
It iH in this spirit that we can say with the psalmist, "Though war slioulil 
rise against me, even then will I he confident.” 

If we analyze this position, wo find that three principles are at Issue 
which are Inwrought into the very structure of our national life. 

nomocracy Is at slake. The greatest of tho republics has now entered 
into 'i league iif free peoples in a struggle to end forever autocracy and mili- 
tarism und to deliver the world from their threatened domination. When Hie 
war began all felt that il was tilt anomoly that Russia, the most autocratic of 
governments, slioulil he leagued with the democratic nations of England, 
France and, to a less degree. Italy. But Hie logic of events has proved too 
strong for Russian autocracy. Always democratic at heart, and preserving 
local democratic institutions, the great Russian people have now risen in 
t Heir might unil thrown off the tyranny that oppressed them. The President 
Is right when he says. "A steadfast concert for peace can never he maintained 
except hy a partnership of democratic nutioiiB. . . . Only free peoples can 
hold their purpose and their honor steady to a common end uml prefer the 
interests of mankind to any narrow interest of their own 

More and more il becomes clear that liberty is at stake. It lias been tho 
good fortune of this nation that every one of its wars, witli the possible 
exception of the Mexican war, lias been u struggle for freedom, and that every 
One of its wars, without any exception, lias resulted in the extension of civil 
anil religious liberty. Never was the Issue more clear than It is now. We 
are entering this struggle for liberty us uguinst despotism. We bcllevo In 
the political autonomy of free peoples and that a small nation slioulil be as 
free to order Us own affairs as a great one. We believe in the actual equality 
of ail nations, great or small, in mutters of right uml privilege. Wo believe 
that the seas should lie an open highway free and sufe for all peoples under 
rules accepted by common consent and acceptable lo all on equal terms. As 
our fathers fought for their own liberties, wc are ready to pledge our lives 
our fortunes und our sacred honor for these liberties which are more precious 
titan life. The only possible way or keeping liberty for ourselves is to uchtevo 
liberty for others.

It is 
not the duty of every one to volunteer either for active service or the home 
guard. But there are some tilings that each can do. 

We are facing a serious food shortage, all over the world, it is already 
critical in some lands. America must feed her own people, and must giv- 
largely to keep the world from starving. We now have hardly enough for 
ourselves, it is evident, therefore, that we iiltisl do two tilings, ittereas. 
production to the fullest possible extoilt, and stop all waste. .Many of us - au 
add to the production of food, and call assist in a national effort to u-i the 
millions of untillcd acres. And we can all help in the elimination of waste 
We are a prodigal people. It is estimated that several millions of dollar.-' 
worth of food is wasted annually in the United States. To stop that wa te 
would add as much to the food reserves of the world as the cultivation o. 
many thousand acres. It is tho patriotic duty ot every individual ami every 
household to practice the most rigid economy in the use of food. 

We can cut off needless expenditures. England begun the war by dis 
playing in her streets the sign. "Business as usual But tin* sign soon tli- 
appeared. It has been said that we are ill danger of boasting, "Pleasure .i- 
usual.” Not yet do wo realize that serious war means the cutting oft of 
luxurious indulgences. Recreation is necessary, even in wartime. But it mu-' 
not degenerate into extravagance und dissipation. Economy In pleasure- will 
save millions. Dr. Ilillis gives timely advice to gay New Yorkers. "Etui Hi - 
regime of gluttony, wine-bibbing, senseless show and gorgeous equipac 
Hundreds of thousands of dollars arc worse than wasted every jjjght in our 
great cities. Meanwhile the spectres of famished faces look down upon Hu 
banquet. Millions in Poland. Armenia. Belgium and France are liter. illy 
starving. Unless we now adopt the simple life ill order to help save the 
world’s starving children, we are eternally disgraced. 

Especially we can all contribute moral support to the great cause. It i- 
a time for clear thinking and honest purpose. As a people we are liable 
to crazes and stampedes. But war. like matrimony . Is not to he entered into 
lightly nor inadvisedly, hut soberly, discreetly, and in the tear of God. Lot us 
keep a level head. Let us have a clear vision of the principles at stake, an I 
increasing moral energy In upholding them. Lay aside the ephemeral novel 
Open the honks of history and political science The world is remaking bofori 
your eyes. Be not a blind and unthinking observer of the tremendous change 
nor only a fiery partisan of your country’s muse l-et us banish bitterness 
and wrullt and clamor and evil-speaking, as the apostle urges, ami reverently 
seek to know and do the will of God in His mighty work among tho nations 
You will note that the allies in their welcome to us emphasize the moral eon 
trihutlon wc call make. Milukoff in Petrograd. Lloyd George in Lstudoii 
Vlviaui in Paris, the Prime Minister ol Italy do not speak of our assistance 
In furnishing men and money and ships, but they all bail with joy the fact 
that the greatest of republics now Joins with them lit u league of honor to 
cud forever the threat of militarism and the reign of terror in Europe.

training camps. Let us deliver our boys front such besetments One heart- 
broken Australian mother cried out. — "I was willing to give my boy’s body 
for bis country, but I did not know 1 had to give his soul also." 

i covet for this ancient church a place of leadership lit this crusade 
This Is the hour of the Church’s opportunity for moral leadership in a great 
forward step hy the whole people. We have never been wanting in patriotism. 
More than half the male membership of this Church fought in the Revolu- 
tionary armies. The call of the country was answered with like devotion 
io i sill.

But when Israel Invaded the same 
land. God did not bring them from Egypt by the short and easy road. A mob 
i newly emancipated slaves was lit neither to conquer nor to administer 
Canaan. After the years of training in the wilderness, tlie new generation 
ol the children of Israel approached their promised inheritance from the 
Arabian desert, coining up the east side of the Jordan. The lands first con- 
quered lay. therefore, to the east of the river, the hill country of Ammon 
and Gilead. Because this region was well adapted for grazing and they had 
large herds of cattle, the tribes of Gad and Reuben petitioned Moses to give 
them (heir inheritance here and not compel them to cross the river. With 
natural indignation Moses exclaimed. "Shall your brethren go to the war. 
.■nd shall ye sit here? And wherefore discourage ye the heart of the children 
Israel front going over Into the land which Jehovah hath given them?" 
Am)! mi example was likely to be contagious, and defeat the whole enterprise. 

The two tribes protested warmly against any such ittterpretatioti of their 
i ceiio - 1 They had no Intention of deserting their brethren, nor of shirking! 
their part Itt the common task As soon as they had provided for the safety ; 
of their (locks ami their families, they would take their rightful place at the 
luad of Israel’s host, and see the wnr through until a victorious peace should 
reiea-e them Moses seems to have been still a little uncertain of them 
He knew the lure of possessions tlie mighty attraction of prosperous farms) 
und peaceful firesides. He reminded them that God’s covenant was with the 
united nation; the defection of any tribe would defeat the divine purpose.;

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Their loyally was due to Jehovah ns well as to their brethren. Desertion 
would he a sin against him. and he warned them solemnly, "lie sure your 
sin will II ml you out.” The sons of Reuben and Clad made a solemn covenant 
to be true to the nation and share in its struggle until the conquest was com- 
plete. Somewhat reluctantly, apparently Moses accepted their pledge and 
assigned to them (he coveted territory. It is a pleasure to turn over to the 
twenty-second chapter of the book of Joshua and read how faithfully they 
kept their word, and went back at last to enjoy their well-earned rest, with 
the benediction of Israel's leader. 

The deliverance of Israel from Egypt and their conquest of Canaan is the 
great historic parable of redemption, both individual and social. It is re- 
peatedly referred to In the Scriptures ns symbolic of all Hod's deliverances. 
He is always bringing men out of some Egyptian bondage, protecting them 
from the avenging angel by the blood on the door-post, training them by 
wilderness experiences, bringing them through bottle and toil into promised 
lands, and inspiring them by the living hope of an eternal inheritance, "in- 
corruptible and undeflied and that fadoth not away.” It is evident that this 
episode in Israel's history has certain applications to present conditions. 

I. II has Suggestions for our National Situation. 

Hike Reuben and Gad, we have already won our inheritance. We have 
a great and fertile country, with abundant resources, adapted to all our needs. 
We have conquered the wilderness, and, thanks to our isolation, have worked 
out our problems of government with reasonable success. We enjoy a larger 
measure of civil and religious liberty, and greater prosperity, than any other 
people. Decause of peculiarly favorable conditions, all this has been won with 
comparative ease. The lands of Reuben and Gad were conquered at no great 
cost. Rut the rest of the tribes faced a very different situation. Canaan was 
full of warlike peoples, who had no notion of giving up the lnnd without 
a desperate struggle. And our brethren across the sen have a very different 
task from ours. They cannot hope to settle down in the tranquil possession 
ol coveted liberties until they have driven out ancient tyrannies and estab- 
lished wrongs, entrenched in traditions, customs, and laws centuries old. 
Their land is full of Hivltes, and Jebusites and Amorltes and various other 
Canaanltes who must be dispossessed before the inheritance can be enjoyed, 
and some of them are Sons of Anak, giants indeed. We cannot be indifferent 
to their struggle any more than Reuben and Gad could leave their brethren 
to win their land unaided. 

Look for a moment at what was involved in the decision of these two 
tribes. Suppose that they had deserted their brethren, and settlod down to 
enjoy their pastures. The inevitable result would have been the loss of their 
own Inheritance. Discouraged and weakened by the desertion of these two 
leading tribes, it is very doubtful if the rest of the nation could have con- 
quered Cnnaan. It was hard enough task for the united people. The Invaders 
once defeated, how long would the victorious Canaanltes have left the tribes 
across the Jordan to enjoy their fields in peace? But greater than the ma- 
terial loss would have been the spiritual disaster. Such a defeat for Israel 
would have meant the triumph of all that the Canaanites stood for, — idolatry, 
sensuality, cruelty, barbarism. The Israelites, in spite of all their defects, 
represented the highest type of civilisation the world had seen. They carried 
with them the hopes of humanity. Through them God was working out the 
redemption of the race. The promise made to Abraham was to be fulfilled 
through the development of the people of Israel. If the nation were to he 
weakened by the desertion of tribe after tribe, the spiritual destiny of humanity 
■would be imperiled. So great issues hinged upon the fidelity of Reuben and 
Gad. They would not only inevitably become pagans themselves if they 
deserted tlieir brethren, and be swallowed up in the surrounding heathenism 
but all future generations would be impoverished by their absorption in the 
raising of sheep and cattle. * 

It is equally true that our inheritance is endangered if we do not come 
to the help of our brethren in Europe. The instinct of self-preservation has 
prompted us to enter into the war. Ambassador Gerard assures us that a 
victorious Germany would soon seek to extend her conquests on this side of 
the Atlanlic. This expectation she does not seek to conceal. We should not 
be left in peaceful possession of our rich heritage. A nation Impoverished 
by war, with a military and naval equipment brought to the highest degree of 
efficiency, would inevitably seek to recover its losses by the rich spoil await- 
ing it here. This would be in accordance with the principles which Germany 
lias openly professed and on which she has repeatedly acted, that a nation 
is justified in provoking war whenever convinced that it will be profitable. 
Von Bernhardi. in his book. “Germany and The Next War”, thus states the 
principle, (p. 39); — "The greatness of true statesmanship does not shrink 
from the conflicts which, under the given conditions are inevitable, but decides 
them resolutely by war when a favorable position affords prospect of a suc- 
cessful issue." Thus Bismark. by a falsified telegram, brought on the war 
of 1870. It was with reference to this and to Germany’s other successful 
wars of conquest that Bernhardi adds, (p. 45), — "The lessons of history con- 
firm the view that wars which have been deliberately projected by far-seeir.g 
statesmen have had the happiest results”. Some of our Germun friends 
protest that Americans pay altogether too much attention to Von Bernhardi 
and that he has no such vogue in his own country. But the present war has 
given abundant evidence that he has stated correctly the principles of the 
German imperial government. 

But just as in the ancient parallel, the most terrible loss involved is not 
material but spiritual. If it would have been a disaster to humanity to have 
the ideals of the Canaanltes prevail over those of Israel, it would be a greater 
disaster to the hopes of humanity to have the ideals for which Germany 
avowedly stands victorious in this present conflict. If Germany conquers, the 
principles for which Germany stands will inevitably become dominant every- 
where. Other nations must adopt them or go under in the struggle for exist- 
ence. The triumph of the Canaanites would have made idolatry, cruelty, and 
barbarism supreme in Palestine for generations. The triumph of Germany 
would make supreme in all the world for an indefinite period those principles 
of warfare which are abhorrent to a Christian civilization. The civil and 
religious liberty for which our fathers died and which are essential to the 
progress of the Kingdom of God are at stake in this conflict. The defeat of 
our allies in Europe will mean not only the loss of their liberties, but also 
In due time the loss of our liberties. We must adopt the principles of the 
victor, or lose our national existence. Let us see what those principles are 

Heinrich Von Treitschke was born at Dresden in 1834 and died at Berlin 
in 1896. For many years he was the most popular lecturer at the University 
of Berlin and he is the accepted German authority on the philosophy of 
history. Probably no other one man has exercised so great a formative in- 
fluence over Germany's present leaders. Let me quote from his “Politik” 
ledition of 1897-8) He lauds Maehiavelli as a "mighty thinker" and approves 
his theory that u ruler is above moral law in these words, — “It was he who 
laid down the maxim that when a state's salvation is at stake, there must be 
no inquiry into the purity of the means employed". (Vol. I, p. 89) Here is 
his own statement of the principle; — “We must distinguish between public 
and private morality. Since the State is Power, the sequence and ordering 
of its various obligations must be quite other than that applicable to the 
individual. A whole series of these duties incumbent upon him are not to be 
thought of for the State. For it the supreme commandment is self-assertion; 
tor it. that Is absolutely moral. And therefore we must declare thut of all 
political sins that of weakness is the most reprehensible and contemptible; 
it is in politics the sin against the Holy Ghost." I p. 100) As an example of such 
unworthy weakness, he cites the clemency of Frederick William IV in 1849, 
when "Hie thrones of all the little German princes were tottering.” The king 
inarched Prussian troops into Bavaria and Saxony and restored order and 
then withdrew. This was simply "idiotic weakness. Prussian blood was 
spilled for nothing." What he ought to have done was to keep the "little 
men” and their lauds when he had them in hiB grasp. Here is his doctrine 
regarding the sacredness of treaties; — "Every State reserves to itself the 
right to judge of Its own treaties, and the historian must not condemn without 
searching deeper to discover whether it Is fulfilling Its unqualified duty of 
self-maintenance." (p. 102) In other words, whatever a State thinks It can 
do safely, it ought to do, if convinced that it will gain by it. A little thing 
Mke a sacred treaty, and its pledged honor must not be allowed to stand in the 
way. This is the "scrap of paper" doctrine of treaties. In regard to indi- 
vidual liberty and the right of self-government, he has this to say; — "The 
citizen's first duty is to obey. For me it is a moral duty to uphold the 
mother-country", (p. 110) And further; — “The right of resistance on the part 
of subjects when in their opinion their government is immoral, must not even 
be thought of." (p. 112) With regard to inferior races, lie Bays "political 
methods of dealing with races on a lower level of civilization must be adapted 
to their capacity for feeling and understanding. The historian who judges 
European policy in Africa or in tile East by European standards would be 
a fool. There, if you may not coerce by terror, you are lost”, (p. 106) In 
accordance with this theory, the Germans practically extirpated the whole 
Herero tribe in Southwest Africa in 1904. W. H. Dawson in his “Evolution 
of Modern Germany," describes thiB wholesale destruction of more than ten 
thousand natives, most of them women and children, who were driven into the 
desert to die of starvation. The Germun colonial expert. Herr Schlettwein, 
told tlie Reichstag that in colonization "the feelings of Christianity and phil- 
anthropy, with which the missionaries work, must for the present be repudi- 
ated with energy". It is pertinent for us to recall at this point the repeated 
statements by German authorities that ull oilier European peoples ure in 
ferior to the Germans. H is evidently in order to apply this principle of 
terrorism in dealing with inferior races to the inhabitants of Belgium and 
Northern France, us well as to Armenia, and no doubt it would be equally 
applicable to England and America, did the opportunity offer. 

But we are especially interested in Von Treilsclike's teaching about war. 
"Without war there would be no state." "The God above us will see to it 
that war shall return uguin, a terrible medicine for the human race". “Only 
in war does a nation become a nation, and the expansion of existing states 
proceeds in most cases by the way of conquest " (pp. 65. 76, 114) “We have 
learned to perceive the moral majesty of war through the very processes which 
to the superficial observer seem brutal and inhuman. The greatness of war 
is Just what at first sight seems to be its horror that for the sake of their 
country men will overcome the natural feelings of humanity, that they will 
slaughter their fellowmen who have done them no injury, whom they perhaps 
respect as chivalrous foes. Man will not only sacrifice his life, but the 
natural and Justified instincts of his soul; his very self he must offer for the 
sake of patriotism; here we have the sublimity of war." (Vol. 11:361) With 
ull due respect to Herr Treitschke. let us say, rather, tliut here we have the 
very utmost atrocity of war. 

I 1 ' Vet it is war conducted on these principles that Treitschke and bis pupil 
Von Bernhardi extol as “not merely a necessary element in the life of 
nutions, but an indispensable factor of culture." 

J The German oflleiul manual prepared for the use of otllceib in the German 
prmy directs that the policy of "frigbtfuluess” be employed, it says, "A war 


conducted with energy cannot be directed merely against the combatants of the 
Enemy State and the positions they occupy, but it will ami must In like man- 
ner seek to destroy the total intellectual and material resources of the latter.' 
(Introduction) What does it mean to destroy the "Intellectual resources" 
of a country? It means to break the spirit of the people by such terrorism 
that they shall not dare to raise a finger or wag a head in protest; to destroy 
the courage, the self-respect, the recuperative power of the nation. This 
manual expressly encourages bribery, treachery, and the utilization of the 
crimes of third parties, such as incendiarism, assnssination. robbery and the 
like, and adds “Considerations of chivalry, generosity and honor may denounce 
in such eases a hasty and unspnring exploitation of such advantages as In- 
decent and dishonorable; but law, which Is less touchy, allows It." (End of 
Ok, II) X 

It would be easy to multiply these quotations from the recognized German 
authorities on the philosophy and art of war. They agree that terrorism or 
"frightfulness" is an essentlnl element In warfare. Von Clnusewitz, who Is 
perhaps their highest authority In the art of wnr, puts this ns one of the 
three great aims in warfare, "to force the enemy’s population into a state 
of mind favorable to submission". 

These are not the slanders of enemies. They are literal excerpts from 
Germany's lending authorities, made from publications issued before the war 
began. There is no question that they fairly represent the German attitude. 
The State is essentially Bower. It is supreme, and bound by no higher law. 
Whatever the State judges to be for its advantage It ought to do. It ought 
to make war when It sees an opportunity for advantage. It ought to prose- 
cute that war with utter ruthlessness, and without regard either to so-called 
international law or to pity and humanity. The only questions it ought to 
ask are. — Gan we do this thing? And. Will It pay us to do It? 

When a German army devastates Belgium, murders women and children 
in cold blood, shoots innocent villagers by the hundred, destroys Rhelms 
cathedral and wantonly defiles the choicest treasures of art. burns Ixiuvnin 
University library, and ruins beautiful homes. It Is only carrying out the doc- 
trines of warfare which have been sedulously taught in Germany for two gen- 
erations. The torpedoing of the Lusitania, the Zeppelin raids, the ploughing 
up of the fields of Northern France and sowing them with snlt-petre and sul- 
phur so as to render them useless for cultivation for five years, the murder of 
Edith Unveil, the unspeakable brutalities perpetrated on women and helpless 
children. — these are all a part of the "frightfulness” which has been taught to 
Germans as a necessary and important part of war. If the notions of the 
ancient Cnnaanites were any more heathenish and barbarous, 1 have yet to 
learn of it. 

Now how would you like to live in a world where these are the principles 
of national life universally acknowledged? Do you realize that this is pre- 
cisely the kind of a world you must live in, if you live at all, if Germany wins 
this war? For if Germnny wins, it will be through the unscrupulous use of 
such methods. The doctrine of Friedrich Nietzsche will be supreme in the 
world, and we shall all have to learn his beatitudes: — “Ye have heard how 
in old time it was said, Blessed are the meek, for they shall inherit the earth. 
But 1 say unto you. Blessed are the valiant, for they shall make the earth 
their throne. And ye have heard men say. Blessed are the poor in spirit; but 
1 say unto you. Blessed are the great in soul and the free in spirit, for they 
shall enter in to Valhulla. And ye have heard men say, Blessed are the 
peacemakers; but I say unto you. Blessed are the war-makers, for they shall 
be called. If not the children of Jahve, the children of Odin, who is greater 
than Jahve". There is the issue between paganism and Christianity clearly 
stated. The ancient struggle in Canaan was between paganism and spiritual 
religion. The present conflict is not only a death-grapple between autocracy 
and democracy; it is equally a fight to the death between Christianity and 
heathenism. Shall Christ or Odin rule the world? That Is the issue at stake. 

It is because they have recognized this fundamental moral issue that our 
brethren across the sea have been a little impatient with our neutrality. They 
have insisted that this is also our fight, and have said reproachfully, "Shall 
your brethren go to the war and shall ye sit here?" They have thought we 
were too much absorbed in money-making to care about the moral and 
spiritual values imperiled. But now we have entered into covenant with 
them, to see this conflict through. We too are saying, “We will not return 
unto our houses until the children of Israel have inherited every man his 
inheritance”. It is for the common heritage of all nations, for peace and 
justice in the life of the world, that we fight side by side with our brethren. 
May God speed the day when justice and peace shall be established in all 
nations! A new internationalism is coming into existence while we watch. 
The stress of war is bringing the peoples together for the united use of their 
resources and their energies. Never will it be abandoned. We shall see as 
one fruit of the sacrifices of this war, a new organization of the world for 
industrial, commercial, and social as well as political co-operation which will 
make possible the dream of a league of nations to enforce peace among men. 

II. This episode has Its Suggestions for our Social Situation. 

How easy It is for us who have a comfortable position in life to rest in 
content in our own inheritance, with very little care for the struggles of our 
brethren. This was Amos’ indictment of the leisure class in Israel in his day. 
"Woe unto them that are at ease in Zion. . . Ye that put far away the evil day? 
and cause the seat of violence (“Sessions of injustice") to draw near; that 
lie on beds of ivory, and stretch themselves upon their couches, and eat 
the lambs out of the flock, and the calves out of the stall; that sing idle 
songs to the sound of the viol; that invent for themselves instruments of 
music, like David; that drink wine in bowls ("Gulp down wine by the bowl- 
ful”) and anoint themselves with the chief oils; but they are not grieved for 
tile ufllictinn of Joseph.” There is a vivid picture of a self-indulgent and 
luxurious class who neither know nor care anything about the situation of 
their poorer brethren. It would not be hard to match it In any American 
city today. One of Prof. William Graham Sumner’s books bears the title. 
"What Social Classes Owe to Each Other”. One of the things we owe Is 
knowledge, and another is sympathy, and out of these will come some form' 
of helpfulness. But especially we need to recognize the unity of humanity. 
It is all one struggle; our inheritance is involved with that of our brethren. 
If we listen we may hear the voice of some Moses as a prophet of the Most 
High, warning us that neglect of our brethren is a sin aganst Jehovah, and 
“be sure your sin will find you out.” One of Roger W. Babson’s "Make-More 
Letters” tells the story of a wealthy manufacturer who was summoned to the 
telephone one winter afternoon by a surgeon who told him that his little 
daughter had been hurt in an automobile accident and carried to a little 
house nearby. Hurrying to the scene, he found she could not be moved. His 
wife was in Florida. "At 11:30 that night, after Tim Casey, his wife, and the 
little Caseys had piled upstairs to bed. ami the two nurses were in the front 
room of the little four-room cottage, Mr. Frederick Colt seated himself in the 
kitchen. There he sat in a common wooden chair, hugging the kitchen stove. 
On the table, which served both for cooking and eating, was a dim oil lamp. 
Five other chairs, a packing-box which served as a bench, and a broken 
cabinet were the only other articles of furniture. For the first time in thirty 
years, Mr. Frederick Colt put coal on a kitchen stove. And this was the stove 
of one of his own employees, as he had learned during the evening! 

It was a strange night for Mr. Frederick Colt. His first lesson came 
when he used up the last coal in the hod and found that it was all there was 
in the house. His second lesson came when he sought the bath-room, and 
found only a little shanty In the back yard. His final lesson came when he 
picked up a rent bill and found that Tim was paying nearly one third of his 
monthly wages for this ramshackle old house. It was three days before the 
girl could be moved. During this time Frederick Colt became a changed man. 
He saw and learned things which he had never known existed. He witnessed 
the struggle which the average working man and his family are forced to 
make in order to keep bouI and body together.” A kindly and generous man 
the busy manufacturer had never thought much of the conditions in which 
his men lived. As he said, "The limousine takes me from my house, at the 
park, to the office. ... I lunch only at the Club with friends and business 
associates. The limousine carries me home at night. If I ever go away, it is 
with rich people to their homes. I have heard about such conditions, but 1 
bad no idea that a good man who had been with the company so long, as you 
have, had been obliged to live so.” The fruit of that experience was a new 
interest in the homes of the 2700 men employed by the company, and a part- 
nership with them in the effort to win such an “inheritance" of comfort and 
happiness as ull men covet for themselves and their families. 

The social problem of our age is intricate and complex. It is not to be 
solved by uny ready-made and easy panacea. But the beginning of the con- 
quest of the social ills of our brethren is In the recognition by us all that 
their struggle is ours, and the determination to share in It until they have 
von. every one of them, the Inheritance which is their due. 

III. Tills Episode has Suggestions for our Religious Situation. 

The most priceless possession of your life Is your religious faith. This is 
with most of us largely an inheritance. It is true that faith is always an 
individual thing, born anew in each soul. No one else can believe for me, 
nor have my vision of God, nor transfer to me any essential element of a re- 
ligious experience, any more than he can will to me a knowledge of Latin 
or skill In playng the violin. But we do inherit the conditions which make 
faith possible and almost inevitable, — the open Bible, the sacred influences of 
tlie Christian home, the traditions of a godly ancestry, the surroundings of a 
Christian civilization, the uplifting of Christian worship. When Paul saw the 
bitterness of the bondage of heathenism upon the souls of men in “that hard 
Roman world”, and realized how great was the liberty with which Christ 
bad set him free, be exclaimed, "1 am a debtor both to Greeks and to Bar- 
barians". So precious a heritage brought the obligation to help other men 
win similar riches. He could not rest content In selfish enjoyment of his 
faith. So the ancient patriarch cried, "if I have eaten my morsel alone” 
He had shared his bit with those in need. 

Here is the obligation of modern missions. How can we sit still on 
this side of our Jordan, and watch our brethren struggle utmost helplessly 
with ignorance, superstition, and Bln? We must recognize tliut their struggle 
is also ours. It is to a united race, a world enlightened by the knowledge of 
the Son of God. to nations evangelized and illumined by His Gospel that the 
promise of the inheritance of humanity is made. If we fail our brethren, and 
desert them in their strife, we also sin against God and our sin will find us 
out. It is ours to take the attitude of Reuben and Gad and say tliut we will 
not rest in this warfare until every nation has come into the knowledge of the 
Christian Gospel, and entered into their heritage of faith. 

And here is the obligation of personal service. It was the example of 
Our Ixird which Paul quoted as the great motive, in his letter to the Philip 
pians. He was secure in His inheritance in eternal light and glory. But "He 
emptied Himself, taking the form of a servant, being made in the likeness 
of men; and being found in fashion as a man. he bumbled Himself, becoming 
obedient unto death, yea, even the death of the cross." The Cuptain of our 
salvation entered into our struggle in order that we also might win the price- 
less and eternal inheritance. Wherefore, “Have this mind in you. which wus 
also in Christ Jesus.” 

Out of this ancient chronicle, from the story of the fidelity of Gud and 
Reuben and the half tribe of Mauasseb, come these pertinent lessons for our 


present tasks. May God make us also faithful in our day and generation, 
t iiat we too may share the struggles of our brethren until for each bin in- 
heritance be won. •

He was 34 years 
of ago and Is survived by a widow, an 
only child having died some years 
ago. 

Lieut. Heuter had recently received 
his commission as first lieutenant in 
the Officers’ Reserve Corps, and was 
expected to leave for Plattsburg 
Monday. 

Funeral services were held Tuesday 
afternoon at the Auburndalc Congre- 
gational Church, and there was 
largo attendance. 

The services were conducted by 
Rev. William C. Gordon, the pastor, 
assisted by Rev. Mr. Torrey of Cam- 
bridge, a life-long friend. The Copley 
Quartet sang several selections, dele- 
gations were present from Co. F, 5th 
Regiment, N. G. M„ of Waltham, in 
which organization he was a member 
for several years, and from Co. C„ 6th 
Regiment. 

Following the services the body was 
removed to Shawsheen Cemetery, at 
Bedford, and a firing squad, under 
command of 1st Sergt. Archie McFad- 
den of Co. F, fired a volley and Corp 
McDevltt of Co. C sounded taps.

Keep Perishnble Food Cold 

Keep perishables cool, clean, nnd 
covered. 

The moment meat, fish, milk, and 
eggs are allowed to get warm they 
begin to spoil. 

Bacteria nnd germs multiply rapidly 
In slightly warm food, and quickly 
make it dangerous or unfit to eat. 

Keep perishable foods in the cool- 
est, cleanest place you can provide, 
preferably in a good refrigerator or 
ice house, but, nt any rate, in covered 
vessels suspended in the well, or in 
the coolest clean place in your home 
or cellar. 

Do not keep perishable foods in a 
hot kitchen or pantry or In a sunny 
place a moment longer than Is neces- 
sary. 

Dry cold is a better preservative 
than damp cold. 

Keep Food Covered nnd Clean 

The dust particles in the air carry 
molds nnd germs. 

Meat, fish, and milk are ideal breed- 
ing grounds for such germs. Keep 
your food covered so that these bac- 
teria nnd germs will have ns little 
chance ns possible to got on your 
food. 

House flies — better called "typhoid 
flies" — are among the dirtiest things 
that, enter our homes. They fly from 
sewers, privies, and manure heaps, 
carrying filth on their feet, which they 
deposit on any food on which they 
alight. Frequently germs of typhoid 
fever are carried by flies in the tilth 
on their bodies, and in their excrement 
(flyspecks). 

Ordinary cleanliness demands that 
flies be kept out of our homes and 
from our food. 

Health protection makes it essen- 
tial to banish flies. Keep all food 
covered, or at least screened from 
these carriers of deadly disease nnd 
filth. Destroy flies by every possible 
means. 

Guard Food Against Vermin. 

Rats and mice destroy millions of 
dollars' worth of food and other prop- 
erty every year in homes or farms, 
and in business establishments. Many 
rats harbor the germs of bubonic 
plague. Trap and kill them. Look 
upon every mouse as an enemy to 
your property. 

Eradicate roaches and house ants. 
Keep weevils out of cereals. 

Keep your food where such pests 
can not roach it. 

Keep household pets away from 
food. 

Store Vegetables and Fruits Properly 

Don’t let fresh vegetables or fruits 
wilt or lose their flavor or begin to 
rot because they are handled care- 
lessly. Keep perishable vegetables in 
cool, dry, well-aired, and for most 
vegetables, dark rather than light 
places. 

Learn how to store potatoes, cab- 
bages, root crops, fruits, and other 
foods so that they will keep properly 
for later use. 

Don’t think that any place in the 
cellar or pantry is good enough to 
store food. 

Heat, dampness, poor ventilation, 
bruising, or breaking will rapidly 
make many vegetables rot, ferment, or 
spoil. Warmth and light make vege- 
tables sprout and this lowers their 
quality. 

Can or Preserve Surplus 
Vegetables and Fruits 

When there is a surplus of fruits or 
vegetables that will spoil if kept, cook 
or stew them and keep them cold and 
covered for use in a day or two. 

Can or preserve all surplus food 
from gardens for winter use. In a 
morning’s work with ordinary home 
utensils, you can put up many cans of 
vegetables and fruit for winter use. 
If you have no garden, watch the 
markets. When any fruit or vegetable 
that can be canned becomes plenti- 
ful and cheap, buy a quanity and can 
it for home use next winter.

Write today to the U. S. Department 
of Agriculture or to your State agri- 
cultural college for full information 
as to how to keep food in the house- 
hold and how to can and preserve all 
surplus fruits and vegetables.

May 21, the regular 
meeting of the Newton Federation 
executive board will be hold in the 
Now Church parlors at 10,15 A. M. It 
is an important meeting and a large 
attendance is desired. 


Lecture on Trees 


Albert MacDonald, supervisor of 
nature study, gave the closing talk to 
the Conservation class and others in- 
terested, in the Newton Library hall, 
on Tuesday morning. The lecture 
was a summing of the study of the 
uses of trees and forests, which 
brought out many interesting points. 
In their effect upon temperature it 
was stated that a large elm is known 
to give out 200 gallons of water in 
Hot weather. After discussing the 
value of trees and giving hints as to 
ways of indentification, the speaker 
turned to some of the tree enemies, 
the insects being the worst. He told 
of there being record of a serious 
tent caterpillar pest in 1649 and that 
these pests have recurred periodically 
from 8 to 20 years. Slides of the 
various insects, which have attacked 
our trees in recent times, were shown, 
— the gypsy moth, the brown tail, the 
elm bark beetle, the leopard moth, in 
the different stages of development. 
The destructive work of the leopard 
moth and elm beetle, which have com- 
pletely ruined so many of the fine 
elms of the state, and the difficulty 
of exterminating them were described. 
— how they lay their eggs singlely in 
crevices of the bark, and gradually 
work their way underneath and at- 
tack the tree in its vital parts out of 
sight and out of reach. The white 
pine blister rust is a disease caused 
by fungi or plant life rather than an 
insect pest. It has attacked the cur- 
rants as well as the pine trees. 

In closing Mr. MacDonald summed 
up tile work for forestry which has 
been accomplished in this state begin- 
ning with the organization of the 
Massachusetts Forestry Association in 
1898. Previous to that time little had 
been done. He cited the law provid- 
ing for forest lire look-outs, and the 
more recent laws for adjusting the 
taxation of forest lands and pointed 
out how groat a saving of timber there 
has been since the establishment of 
the fire wardens, and referred to the 
movement to establish botli state and 
town forests.

WOMEN’S CLUBS 


Miss Gkacr M. Boot, Editor. 


Report of the Education Committee of 
the Newton Federation 


Four topics hove constituted the 
major work of the year, — Americaniza- 
tion, Mentnlly Retarded Children in 
the schools, Moving Pictures and Uni- 
versity Extension Courses. 

The sub-committee on Americaniza- 
tion has met with Miss Rich of the 
Welfare Bureau and Dr. Willcox of the 
Education committee of the State Fed- 
eration to study tlie subject. Under 
the direction of Dr. Fornald of Waver- 
ley, working through the Welfare Bu- 
reau four clinics have been held for 
testing and helping to place children 
whose progress in the grades has not 
been satisfactory. A clinic next week 
closes our work this year. About 
forty children have been so tested, 
some of them being placed In the spe- 
cial school at West Newton under the 
skilful care of Miss Sturgis, whose 
work with such children is wonderful 
— a teacher consecrated to her task. 

The subject of Moving Pictures has 


been one of deep interest, not because 
we are fond of them, quite the con- 
trary — but as they are here apparently 
to stay we must raise their standard 
for our young people. Members of the 
Pierian Club are censoring those 
shown at Upper Falls, giving their 
time to see that all shows are as clean 
ns possible. A committee lias been 
appointed to censor films and attend 
exhibitions at Newton. If the city can- 
not have clean wholesome moving pic- 
tures. then most decidedly site should 
linve none. Wo are glad to have had 
our part in this moral house-cleaning, 
but let it be remembered that here as 
elsewhere "eternal vigilance” Is the 
price of clean pictures and wholesome 
shows. 

In November we formed a class in 
Civics under the University Extension 
Courses with thirty members enrolled. 
Interest has been sustained and the 
course proved very profitable. A claBS 
in Spanish is being planned for next 
November. 

Wo have worked for various legisla- 
tive hills. Each member has studied 
local school conditions and several 
parent-teacher meetings have been 
held. A Home-Community Association 
lias resulted at Auburndale. 

A list of members of the different 


clubs who would he ready to co-oper- 

ate with the Travellers' Aid Society 
lms been secured. 

Wo do not find it necessary to cham- 
pion our Vocational School now for It 
lms made Its place firm In the com- 
munity by its high standard of teach- 
ing. Those who once scoffed have re- 
mained to appreciate the genuine 
value of Its service. Both It and our 
Technical High school are among the 
best in the country. 

Many now things are stirring in the 
educational world in which wo should 
love to have a part, — Junior High 
Schools Is one of them. The next five 
years will see many changes. We 
shnll hope for military training 
(robbed of its teeth) for the high 
schools for pre-vocational work, for 
larger accommodations for our two 
thousand high school boys and girls 
for a suitable gymnasium, for Bhower 
baths and for increased opportunities 
for physical training. I commend to 
your earnest perusnl the last report of 
the Newton Schools. 

As a committee we trust some seeds 
have been sown in our four years 
which may yield some return in the 
future to our Federation and to our 
schools.

I'IJNINI! JUVENILE OFFENDERS 

Editor of the Newton Graphic, 

Newton. Mans. 

Dear Sir: 

Dr. Ralnsford. former Rector of 3t. 
George's Church, New York, In a re- 
cent lecture on Mouth Africa gave a 
description of some of his experiences 
In hunting lions and other wild ani- 
mals in that country. He described 
his outfit and equipment and told of 
tlie numbers of natives required for 
all purposes, their manners and cus- 
toms and their characteristics. 

After he had been in the country 
for some time a young native came to 
him and asked to he permitted to Join 
Ills expedition. He proved to be of 
superior intelligence and expert In 
hunting, perfectly reliable, and soon 
became Dr. Rainsford's most trusted 
attendant. 

After about a year and a half he 
came to the Doctor's tent and told his 
story. He belonged to a neighboring 
tribe and a member of the tribe in the 
district where the Doctor was hunt- 
ing had stolen or enticed away his 
wife. In order to get an opportunity 
to search for her. and after a long 
search, hud found her, and he wanted 
to take her home. 

The strangest part of the story was, 
to Christian hearcrB, that this man 
was a cattle raiser and that when he 
returned home, after an absence of a 
year and a half, he would find every 
animal he owned, and all the increase 
with it. Bear in mind this condition 
existed ten years ago, in a heathen 
country, where It is stated that no 
white man had penetrated fifteen 
years before. 

In the "Garden City” of Massachu- 
setts, highly cultured, refined and 
Christian, there has been no protec- 
tion for several years against petty 
thieving, if the culprit claimed to be 
under age. The police had no en- 
couragement to arrest juvenile delin- 
quents. and the hoys boasted that “the 
cops could not do anything to them." 

borne of my neighbors have told me 
that crowds visited an outlying or- 
chard of mine, with hand-carts and 
hags, about day-light, in the morning, 
when the fruit began to ripen. I be- 
lieve I have had stolen fifty barrels of 
apples in a season. 

I should have "kept this under my 
hat" if it were not for the fact that 
every one now, from motives of pa- 
triotism, is planting gardens in all 
sorts of exposed positions, and unless 
public opinion becomes urgent and the 
authorities are inspired to punish of- 
fenders. John will plant and Joseph 
will cultivate and Spaghetti will gath- 
er the increase. 

It has been not an unusual sight in 
former years to see a boy with a 
wagon, covered with a hag. walking 
along the streets; sometimes three or 
four boys with wagons, and with them 
a woman with a baby-wagon. Fruit 
stealing today is a commercial busi- 
ness. The fruit is sold to some one. 
or it would not he taken in such a 
wholesale manner. 

Would it be proper for me to sug- 
gest that hereafter all wagons or 
carts, including baby wagons, in sus- 
picious processions, be examined by 
any policeman on the street, and if 
they contain fruit or vegetables, com- 
pel the boy, or man. or woman who 
has them to bring evidence that he 
has a right to have them? 

Can public opinion be aroused to 
such a pitch that if by reason of the 
laws governing Juvenile Courts, pun- 
ishment to juveniles is forbidden, that 
the Courts will be made to impose 
heavy penalties on the parents of the 
offenders? Unless our people will 
rouse up on this matter, the result of 
the patriotic farming will be crops 
gathered by dishonest men and women 
and hoys, and turned into cash, with 
the aid of dishonest purchasers. 

Will the Improvement Associations 
and other organizations in Newton 
take action and demand protection 
and some punishment for petty thiev- 
ing?

Has America learned the lesson of 
(he war, or must she repeat the dis- 
astrous experiences of France nnd 
Britain? 

Everybody Is asking the question 
and Is looking to Washington for an 
answer. All arc glad thnt Mr. Balfour 
and Marshnll JofTro are here. All 
hope that they will bring the fruits 
of their countries' experience to Mr. 
Wilson and his advisers, nnd that 
these our leaders will harken nnd 
save hr from costly mistakes. 

And while we are thus taking our 
turn at watchful waiting, are we mak- 
ing and helping our nation to make 
the very mistakes wo deprecate? 
Where did France nnd Britain fnll In 
the early days of the war? Primarily 
In this, thnt they did not know the In- 
dividuals with whom they had to deal, 
and were unable to put them In the 
right place. 

France summoned everybody, and 
Britain Invited everybody to come to 
the colors, nnd they came and were 
sent off on masse. Then as- the war 
dragged on nnd undreamed of prep- 
arations hnd to be made, men of 
specialized qualifications were called 
for, and nobody knew where they 
were. With infinite difficulty they 
sifted their vast human accumulation, 
only to find thnt much of their price- 
less specialized mntcrinl hnd been 
sacrificed and more had strayed be- 
yond all finding. Britain had asked 
n.«-n to volunteer for the front, nnd 
now she had to go to the front and 
ask them to volunteer back home 
again for the special services Bhe re- 
quired. We all remember Ian Hay.|_i 
Belth's account of the call for vol- 
unteer chiropodists and the result. It 
was confusion going and coming. And 
all because these countries dealt 
with their citizens merely as men and 
did not know them ns Individuals and 
know what each could do. 

We are all patriots. We are waiting 
fc .■ Mr. Wilson to call us. as the 
Lord called Samuel, nnd we will be 
quick with the response, "thy servant 
hcareth." But has it occurred to us 
that Mr. Wilson isn't personally ac- 
quainted with us. much less with our 
accomplishments? Are we not some- 
what like the little girl who tearfully 
inquired for her papa whom she had 
h ji In the crowd. “But who is your 
p .pa?” asked the sympathetic object 
ol' uer appeal. "Why, don’t you know 
in/ papn? I know him so easy.” No, 
Mr. Wilson doesn't know us "so easy.” 
He doesn’t know there is any Sam- 
uel. In Bhort, there is no menus by 
wlilch those In uuthority can find us 
or learn what we can do. We are ex- 
ctly where France and Britain were, 
only more so, and we are in a way to 
make their mistake, only more so. 
That is where Germany had the ad- 
vantage. She had a card catalogue, 
aq,d they did not. 

But card catalogue Is all the rage 
now, someone says. Yes, it is the fad. 
but not yet the practice. I stopped 
beside an active little woman who 
sat behind her pile of cards where she 
was trying to register the women of 
Newton In "special aid” (or some such 
title) and asked her how It was going. 
'Slowly," she said, "very slowly. They 
are all willing to help, but they don’t 
understand. They say: T don’t want 
to join, but when there is anything 
to do, let me know.' That Is the 
whole point of joining — just to get 
their name in my catalogue, so I can 
let them know. There Is work all the 
time, lots of It, good work on things 
the experts call for, and all I'm here 
for Is to put those that are willing 
to help In the way of getting their 
share. Every woman In Newton ought 
to be In my catalogue." 

That is the point. That is all there 
is to these associations, — Just a card 
catalogue. The Lord could call Sam- 
uel without u card catalogue, but Mr. 
Wilson can't. In this catalogue or in 
some catalogue known and accessible 
to the constituted authorities, ought to 
be the name of every man, woman, 
and half grown child with a state- 
ment of what each is able and willing 
to do. And if it be possible, as it 
Beems to be possible, for persons to 
grow up In our civilization without 
knowing how to do anything what- 
ever In the way of human helpfulness, 
may It not be that such could right 
now master some simple art of use- 
fulness In this emergency from which 
it Is not yet clear that our nation is to 
emerge triumphant or even exist out. 

And that makes me think. I wonder 
if I ought to register. 1 hadn't thought 
of it ub necessary between Mr. Wil- 
son and myself. "1 know him i 
easy.”

A vnlunblc suggestion hns Leon 
brought to the attention of the New- 
ton Committee on Public Safety by 
Mr. R. 11. Southall, manager of the 
Brae Burn Country Club. It is a sug- 
gestion -which should prove of great 
interest lo every housekeeper In the 
city and which, If carried out, will 
solve the problem of the high cost of 
potatoes. People who are Ignorant of 
the methods of gardening do not per- 
hnps know Mint the part of the potato 
necessary for the seed Is the eye, nnd 
when the eyes are properly removed 
the remaining portion of the potato 
may ho used for culinary purposes. 

Mr. Southal says: 

"An Idea occurred to me a few 
days ago of a scheme for the conser- 
vation of food in the immediate vicin- 
ity of Boston by the growing of po- 
tatoes in the small gardens by the 
people who have got the land nnd the 
shovel and the energy to dig, but have 
not got the price of the potato seed 
to put into it. . 

"Now I believe that If the managers, 
owners, nnd stewards of our various 
hotels, restaurants, and clubs which 
use a large quantity of potatoes every 
day could be called together and re 
quest them to instruct their vegetable 
men or women lo cut off enough of 
the end of each potato and have It 
set aside for the swill men who call 
every day lo pick them up and put 
them into a separate receptacle on 
their teams so that they can be 
brought to one central collecting 
place. 

“From there they could be sent to 
the schools in our outlying towns nnd 
villages to lie distributed to the cliil 
dren to take homo or given to their 
parents to be used by them in their 
own gnrdon free of cost. Many peo- 
ple I believe would avail themselves 
of the opportunity to get the seed that 
under the present price of potatoes 
they feel they cannot afford to buy 

“We are going to plant some land 
hero' with potatoes and I have my 
chef set aside every day the amount 
of potatoes we are going to use for 
tlio day and 1 have our gardener take 
them and cut off the seed before we 
cook them, to be put Into our garden 

Mr. Southall has had twenty-five 
year’s experience as manager of clubs 
and hotels and is thoroughly familiar 
with the food problem. His proposi 
tion involves a meeting of the mana- 
gers of all the Boston clubs and ho- 
tels. The hotel men will be asked to 
cut the eyes out of the potatoes which 
they servo daily to their patrons. The 
eyes would bo separated, collected by 
the sanitary department of the city 
and carried to a central station where 
they would be distributed free. In 
this way thousands of people who can 
not afford to buy potatoes for seed 
would be provided witli sufficient 
quantities. The hotels and clubs 
would lose but a small part of their 
potatoes and as much more would be 
waste. It is estimated that probably 
three thousand bushels of potatoes are 
used daily by the hotels and restau 
rants in the city of Boston. . 

This method may not meet with ap- 
proval from those engaged in the sale 
of seed potatoes, but the idea is good 
A. potato is a potato, and when the 
eyes are cut out and planted by a man 
who understands his business, a good 
crop can be raised. 

Mr. Southall interviewed Mr. D. C 
Kerr, a man who has had forty years 
experience in practical gardening and 
been most successful in-his work. Mr. 
Kerr has charge of the gardens on 
Mr. Henry B. Day's estate, which are 
among the finest in the city. He 
clearly demonstrated that a large part 
of the potato may be saved after the 
eyes have been taken out and all that 
is necessary to keep the potatoes from 
drying, is to cover the parts that have 
been cut with earth until you are 
ready to use them. 

Why would It not be a good idea for 
our Public Snfety Committee to en- 
gage or appoint the services of a 
practical gardener and have him dem- 
onstrate to the boys of our High 
Schools who have enrolled themselves 
for employment on private or public 
gardens, the method in which potatoes 
should be cut, so us to entail the least 
possible loss of the potato itself to the 
householder? 


The monthly meeting of the llonrd 
of Trade was held at Newtonville on

W. Orr In charge. Mr. Krasins Worth 
Ington. vice president of the Massa- 
chusetts State Board of Trade was the 
speaker of the evening nnd talked on 
"What a Board of Trndc ran heat do 
In war times." He said In part: 

A Board of Trnde should enconrnge 
nnd stimulate husineas to at. least 
normal conditions. We need this 
business to accomplish our ordinary 
existence and because we are at war Is 
no reason Hint we should cease our 
dally toll. We should discourage any 
feeling that wo muat go slow along 
business lines. We really are pros- 
perous nnd In excellent, condition 
financially. We ahoulil and must con- 
tinue our ordinary routine of business 
and not think and act as if the busi- 
ness of war was to put all other busi- 
ness out of existence. We aid the 
business of war by conducting our 
routine tasks so thnt war business 
may be carried on without hindrance. 

We should mobilize our industrial 
forces so that we may be able to turn 
them to the best advantage In 
preparation and resources

REGISTRATION ON JUNE 5 

Proclamation of Governor McCall lor Registration 
lor Military Service ol the (J. S. 


"Whereas, the President of the 
United States, acting under authority 
of an act of Congress of May 12, 1917, 
entitled, 'An act to authorize the Pres- 
ident to Increase temporarily the mili- 
tary establishment of the United 
States,’ has by proclamation of the 
same date called upon all males who 
shall have attained their 21st birthday 
and who shall not have attained their 
31st birthday on or before the 5th day 
of June, 1917, to appear nnd register 
between the hours of 7 A. M. and 9 
P. M. on said 5th day of June at the 
registration place in the precinct 
wherein they have their permanent 
homes, excepting only officers and en- 
listed men of the Regular Army, the 
Navy, the Marine Corps nnd the Na- 
tional Guard and Naval Militia while 
In the service of the United States, 
and officers in the Officers' Reserve 
Corps and enlisted men In the Na- 
tional Reserve Corps while In active 
service, nnd, 

“Whereas, the President has by 
rules and regulations promulgated on 
the same day called upon the Gover- 
nors of the several States and Terri- 
tories to supervise the execution of 
the registration and draft provided for 
by said act, and to appoint boards of 
registration in towns and in cities of 
less than 30,000 inhabitants within 
their respective territories; 

"Now, therefore, I, Samuel W. Mc- 
Call, Governor of the Commonwealth, 
do hereby proclaim that all appoint- 
ments of boards of registration here- 
tofore made by me in towns and in 
cities of less than 30,000 Inhabitants 
are hereby ratified and confirmed. 

"And I hereby bring to the attention 
of the Mayors of the cities of 30,000 or 
more inhabitants that the duty rests 
upon them of appointing • boards of 
registration in their respective cities. 

"The executive officer of each hoard 
of registration in towns nnd in cities 
of less than 30,000 inhabitants is here- 
by directed to provide a suitable place 
for registration in each voting pre- 
cinct within his jurisdiction. 

"And the Mayors of cities of 30,000 
or more inhabitants arq hereby called 
upon to provide a suitable place for 
registration in each voting precinct in 
their respective cities. 

“And 1 do hereby notify the war- 
dens, superintendents, jailers and 
other officers in charge of the State 
Prison, houses of correction, refor- 
matory prisons and other penal insti- 
tutions, that they are charged with the 
registration on the day set for regis- 
tration of the inmates of such insti- 
tutions who ai'o required to register. 

"And I do hereby admonish all male 
persons, resident in Massachusetts, 
who shall have attained their 21st 
birthday and who shall not have fit- 
tained their 31st birthday on the fifth 
day of June, 1917, except as afore- 


said, to appear on snld day at the 
registration place In their respective 
precincts and there to register, in ac- 
cordance with the proclamation of the 
President of May 18, 1917. 

"Attention is called to the fact that 
Section 5 of snld act of Congress pro- 
vides that any person who shall wil- 
fully fail or refuse to present himself 
for registration, or to submit thereto, 
as therein provided, shall be guilty of 
a misdemeanor, and, upon conviction, 
shall be punished by imprisonment 
for not more than one year, and shall 
thereupon bo duly registered. 

“And I hereby call upon all police 
officers within the Commonwealth to 
assist to the best of tbeir ability the 
officers charged with the duty of con- 
ducting the registration and to re- 
port without delay to the proper reg- 
istration boards the names of any 
persons known by them to have failed 
to register themselves when liable to 
do so. 

"This process of registration has 
been established by the National Con- 
gress ns n means of securing the lists 
out of which are to be drawn the 
armies of the country in a groat war. 
1 deem it of the utmost importance 
that the registration In the Common- 
wealth shall be conducted in an or- 
derly and efficient manner in order 
that our registration may be made ub 
nearly complete as possible on the 
day fixed by the President’s procla- 
mation to the end that Massachusetts 
may now, as always heretofore, be 
found in the front rank among the 
States in responding to the calls that 
are made by the Nation in its time of 
peril. 

"I therefore urge all the people of 
the Commonwealth to co-operate so 
far as they are able and assist the 
officers who have in charge the prep- 
aration of the registration lists. 


PERSONS REQUIRED TO REGISTER 

Mule persons who slmll have at- 
tained tlielr twenty-first birthday and 
shall not have attained their thirty- 
tirst birthday on or before the day 
set for registration by flic President 
must register. The only exceptions 
are persons in the military or naval 
service of the United States, which in- 
cludes all officers and enlisted men of 
the Regular Army, the Nttvy, the Ma- 
rine Corps, and the National Guard 
and Naval Militia, while in the service 
of the United States, and officers in 
the Officers’ Reserve Corps and en- 
listed men In Enlisted Reserve Corps 
while in active service. All male civil 
officers of the United States, of the 
several States, Territories and the 
District of Columbia within the desig- 
nated ages, must register. 

All male persons within the desig- 
nated ages engaged in making flic 
present registration must register. 


LIBERTY BONDS 

Committee Organized to Sell $1,000,000 
Bonds in Newton 


FIREWORKS AT BRAVES FIELD 


Another big display of fireworks, 
even more elaborate — if not as noisy 
— as the Patriots' Day show will bo 
presented on the evening of Memorial 
Day at Braves Field. Following the 
Patriots' Day show there was consid- 
erable criticism because of the terrific 
noise which caused many of the high- 
ly nervous to imagine that possibly 
Boston harbor was being bombarded. 
At that time it was announced from 
, the mayor’s office that there would bo 
•o more displays of this nature at the 
Dome of big things’ but following a 
conference between Mayor Curley and 
Business Manager Hapgood at which 
the latter agreed to the diminution of 
the high-powered bombs and other ex- 


plosives regarded as objectionable, 
the mayor gave his consent to the dis- 
play. 

In place of the noise-making finale 
of the past there will be substituted a 
number of patriotic set pieces espe- 
cially appropriate to the times. There 
will be in pyrotechnics, individual 
flags of the various Allied Nations, 
there will bo reproductions of the na- 
tion's three war presidents — Washing- 
ton, Lincoln and Wilson, there will 
also be the usual humorous features. 
The display of fireworks will start at 
8.15 o’clock, but prior thereto there 
will be an hour's band concert by Pul- 
lndlno's Militnry Band. 


At the request of Mr. Alfred D. 
Aiken. Governor of the Federal Re- 
serve Bank of Boston, Mr. Sewall W. 
Jones of Newton Highlands, Pres. 
Newton Trust Company bus organized 
a Liberty Loan Committee of Newton. 
Placards urging people to subscribe 
have been displayed in the bank nnd 
store windows. Meetings have been 
addressed by speakers, who have vol- 
unteered their services, nnd who have 
described the l.oan in detail nnd en- 
deavored to Impress on their audi- 
ences the realization that it was the 
patriotic duty of every person in the 
country to "buy a bond." The size 
of the bond would of necessity depend 
on the patriotism of the buyer nnd 
his willingness to sacrifice some of 
his comforts if need be. The great- 
est effort Ih to be made to reach every 
patriotic person in the city. 

Tho Board of Trade special commit- 
tee on Liberty Loan is co-operating. 

^Advertisers on front page of various 
papers will be asked to give their 
space to the Liberty Loan committee 
until the I.oan Is placed. Every manu- 
facturer and employer of labor will be 
asked to co-opcrntc with the Commit- 
tee in the effort to persuade every 
worker to "buy a bond.” The com- 
mittee has perfected banking arrange- 
ments whoreby a purchaser may pay 
for his bond by weekly or monthly in- 
stallments if desired. There is no ex- 
cuse therefore for any failure to sub- 
scribe. Newton’s fair proportion of 
the loan Is 6 per cent of its banking 
resources, which are about $17,000.- 
000 and this makes its share about $1,- 
000,000. The honor of the city re- 
quires not only this amount but more 
Inasmuch as to be a complete success 
the Liberty Loan must be largely over- 
subscribed.

The banks have offered to co- 
operate by selling bonds on the install- 
ment plan, with payments of $2.50 a 
week for a period of 20 weeks for each

$100 will provide stationery and 
writing materials for one month for 
one of these brigade buildings. 

$60 will supply a building with ice 
t^) cool enough drinking water for 

5.000 men for one month. 

$50 will buy a graphaphone and a 
few records for the soldiers' use.

BID FIRE 


The worst fire of the year took place 
last Monday evening about six o'clock 
when a double alarm from box 91 
summoned the Fire Department to the 
farm of Frank Hurley on Boylston 
street, Newton Centre.

The house on the place 
caught fire several times but was 
saved with the exception of the ell. 

The fire attracted hundreds of spec- 
tators and Boylston street was soon 
lined with automobiles. 

The loss is estimated at $15,000 and 
is partially.

MOTHERS’ REST 


REV. JAMES L. FOWLE 

The death of Rev. James L. Fowle, 
a Congregational clergyman who, for 
thirty-three years <vas a missionary 
in Turkey for the American Board, 
occurred on Wednesday, May 16, in 
the Newton Hospital. Since 1911 he 
had been in failing health and for a 
time was an inmate of the Walker 
Missionary Home at Auburndale. 

Mr. Fowle was born in Woburn in 
1847. He was graduated from Am- 
herst College in 1870, and four years 
later completed his course in the An- 
dover Theological Seminary. That 
year he went to Caesarea in Turkey 
and remained there until his health 
compelled his retirement from active 
labor. 

Mr. Fowle's wife, who survives him, 
was Miss Caroline Farnsworth, the 
daughter of another missionary in 
Turkey. They were married at Au- 
burndale and have had seven children. 
A daughter died of typhus at Sivas, 
Turkey, last November. Another 
daughter, Eleanor F„ is a nurse in the 
Massachusetts General Hospital. A 
son, Charles W. Fowle, is secretary 
for the American embassy at Con 
stantinople, hut is now in this coun- 
try because of his wife’s illness. A 
second son, Luther, is assistant in the 
office of the treasurer of the Ameri- 
can Board at Constantinople. A third 
son, Theodore, is engaged in Y. M. C. 
A. work in China; Hubert, a fourth 
son is studying medicine. Wilson, the 
youngest son, is receiving his edu- 
cation in this country. 

Funeral services were hehl Sunday 
afternoon in the Congregational 
Church at Woburn and at which there 
was a large attendance. The services 
were in charge of Rev. Stephen A. 
Norton, ami lie was assisted by Rev. 
Dr. Barton and Rev. Mr. Chambers.

To Give or Sell Intoxicants to One 
Who Is Training to De end His Coun- 
try Is a Trsasonab s Act Against the 
Nation, Major General Asserts — Tem- 
perance Scores Big Victories. 

By MAJOR GENERAL WILLIAM 
HARDiNG CARTER, U. S. A. 

With tile declaration of war with 
Germany ami the enactment of tile se- 
lective draft low, we have assumed 
obligations whose ultimate ends no 
man ean foresee. Primarily we have 
now become responsible for the prepa- 
ration of hundreds of thousands of 
young men for the stern duties and 
hardships of war. mol In the natural 
order of things they will constitute the 
human element available for the na- 
tion's defense for many years to conn*. 
Tile nation owes it to the young men 
who are selected for military training 
and service that from tile very first 
they sli:< II know that the training will 
lie carried on under circumstances 
above reproach. 

The development of minds and 
bodies to meet the demands of mili- 
tary service in war requires not only 
the most modern hygienic surround- 
ings. but tlie absence of every form of 
personal dissipation. Any one who 
sells or gives Intoxicants or drugs of 
any kind to young men undergoing 
training for t be nation's defense not 
only commits u crime against the in- 
dividual. but a treasonable act against 
tlie nation. 

Tlie experience of European nations 
has made it clear that to maintain a 
modern army In the field there must 
be organized industry ut home. Any- 
thing tlmt militates against (ids by 
depriving tlie human element of Its 
normal energy, working under war 
pressure, must be combated and if need 
be destroyed. 

Navy Also Ban* Liquor. 

In the course of time following the 
abolition of the sale of beer and wines 
■—alcoholic liquors were previously 
barred— oil military reservations the 
nuvul regulations banished Intoxicat- 
ing drinks from war vessels. Modern 
battleships, destroyers nml submarines 
had become too complicated to tie in- 
trusted in any part to minds beclouded 
with drink. Efficiency and safety of 
operation alike demanded the exclu- 
sion of liquors from war vessels, and 
It Is certain that If Hie restoration of 
the wine mess for tlie period of the 
war were put to u vote of naval offi- 
cers it would lie overwhelmingly de- 
feated.' 

Observing t bo operations of tlie so 
ailed anti-canteen law. which stopped 
the sale of wine and beer ut post ex 
changes or canteens, it was found that 
for a time the offenses involving drunk- 
enness Increased at army posts located 
In territory where saloons were per- 
muted to exist. This was credited to 
tlie fact that men went considerable 
distances from barracks for liquor utid, 
not expecting to repeat the trip soon, 
Indulged in too much for their own 
good. The statistics of disciplinary ac- 
tion through a number of years seemed 
to establish Hint more Ilian fit) per cent 
of the cases of desertion ami absence 
without leave were due to drunken- 
ness. 

Big Victory For Temperanc*. 

While the current returns of (lie In 
terniil revenue bureau of tlie treasury 
make it appear that tlie income from 
tlie manufacture of beer and liquors 
lias steadily Increased, there can lie no 
question t but tlie temperance and totul 
abstinence campaigns of the ptist few 
years have brought about a marked 
change in American life. It is no 
longer fnsliionuble to serve wines and 
liquors in (lie lavish way which ob- 
tained in former years. That temper 
mice lias won a lasting victory is at- 
tested by i lie large Increase in lorrl 
tory covered by prohibition laws and 
in tlie drastic regulations governing 
tlie employment of men in daugeroin- 
oeeiti, ut Kins, when individuals ure re 
sponsible for the lives of others, 
intoxicants Produce Criminals. 

Tile public Is far better advised to- 
day limn ever before concerning tlie 
ell’eeis of the Imbltmil use of iiiloxi- 
cunts In prutim-lug criminal, insane and 
untrustworthy men and women and 
degenerate children, Prisons, asy- 
lums and public reformatories furnish 
continuous null aliiuidaut evidence 
along these lines. Till* increasing un- 
dlscipllne of Americium Inis been ob- 
served nml noted by investigators and 
students for many years. Tills Is evi- 
denced in luck of respect for parents, 
for Hie aged, for the officers of tin* law 
and for llic law itself. It lias also been 
a uniform o'iserv sitlon Hint these eon 
dilions heroine aggravated whenever 
and wherever Intoxicating liquors are 
liuldliiiillv used. Confronted with 
these facts, we are about to undertake 
till* creation of a large army of tile 
people ami to prepare it for participa- 
tion in i In* most gigantic struggle in 
the history of wars. 

When tlie army was reorganized in 
1001. following llir war with Spain, 
there was introduced in the art pro- 
hibitory legislation regarding tin* sale 
of wines ami beers upon military res- 
ervations. There was much resent- 
ment oil tin* part of tlie army ut lids 
discriminatory legislation, for, while It 
introduced prohibition on reservations, 
it eucoun ged border line saloons in 
•urrouuiiWg territory. 


Arrangements are nearly completed 
for the ting exercises to take place 
In Nonantum Square, Sunday after- 
noon. under the auspices of the local 
merchants and other citizens of that 
section.

GIVES #10.000 

Through tlie generosity of Mr. Cal- 
vert t’rnry of Newtonville, who lias

8inka Hung Too Low, Coal Bint Noor 
tha Laundry Tuba Inataad of tha Fur- 
naca and Doora That Open tha Wrong 
Way Ara Braaking Up Homaa. 

Criticising the architect's plan of 
most modern houses, one woman says: 

“The stove Is in a comer— lovely 
situation ! — and right beside the win- 
dow, so that one either goes without 
air or lias tlie gas blow out every other 
minute. 

"Tlie Hluk, which Is about six Inches 
too low, in also in n corner, with .vily 
one draining board, so that nfter wip- 
ing a dish one lias to turn completely 
around to place it on a table behind. 
Also, if one wants a combination Hplgot 
one pays to have it put In, because I 
have yet to see a sink that was fitted. 

“Wliy are we iiflllcted with the beau- 
tiful green tiled spaces in the wall un- 
der the mantelpieces? I do not care 
for niantlepieees anyway, and I cer- 
talnly do not admire tlie sheet of metal 
ill bronze effect that Is supposed to 
conceal tlie fireplace that Isn't there. 

“Why nre tlie washtubs within six 
feet of the furnnee, so that every time 
one shakes tlie furnace or puts on a 
spoonful of coal tlie clothes are dusted? 
In this connection why Is there no al- 
lowance for a coal bin somewhere near 
tlie furnace? My bin is nt the other 
eml of the cellar, and although I may 
start from tlie bln with a shovel of 
coal I arrive at the furnace with three 
lumps. 

"My gas hot water beater is in the 
cellar to be near tlie laundry tubs In- 
stead of the kitchen, ult bough I wasli 
dishes three times a day uud clothes 
only once u week. 

"I have lovely glass chandeliers for 
electric lights, but there is no provision 
for gus in the dining room, living room 
and front ball, so that when the elec- 
tricity fails I retire to the kitchen. 

"The light in my pantry is so high 
that 1 have to climb on a chair to light 
It. I do not recommend clltrhlng with 
a bub.v in one arm. 

“Fortunately I have no thresholds 
downstairs, but upstairs these relics 
still interrupt % e every time 1 try to 
make n ’clean sweep.’ 

"A spigot is placed nt the water en- 
trance to the house to enuble one to 
cut off the water, but there is no way 
to cut it off only upstairs. So that when 
one has anything fixed upstairs in the 
buthroom tlie cook in the kitchen nnd 
the laundress in the cellar nre left with- 
out a drop of water. It should be only 
a matter of a couple of stopcocks. 

“Doors that open the wroug way 
nre ever present. Hospitals have round 
corners— why not bouses? Why is the 
best place in the room always selected 
for the radiator? 

“My stulrs are so situated that one 
climbs over the ball radiator to get 
there, nnd the possibility of a ball rack 
Is absolutely Ignored— mine is in the 
dining room— also they are beautifully 
wainscoted part of the way down, so 
that the baby lias no banister to bold 
to for several feet and usually falls 
tlmt distance. 

"It is one reason why so many wo- 
men after giving up in despair trying 
to keep domestics In houses go to 
housekeeping in apartments and then, 
finding the last state worse than the 
first, give up wrestling with the do- 
mestic labor problem altogether und go 
to living in lintels. Saving in house 
planning Involves l lie very saving of 
tile home Itself."

NEWTON VOCATIONAL SCHOOL 

It Is the purpose of the homemnk- 
Ing or household arts departments In 
the State-aided schools to give such 
instruction to women and girls (over 
fourteen years of age) as will enable 
them to better prepare and conserve 
our food supplies. 

The State Board of Education and 
the Newton School Committee feel 
that at this time the Household Arts 
Department of the Newton Vocational 
School should make a special effort 
to mnko the need of conservation ap- 
preciated In every household in the 
community. The school has a corps 
of expert instructors who will, as far 
as possible, give attention to this 
problem between now and the close 
of the school year, and the school 
will offer such other courses ns may 
be needed during the summer months. 
After July 1st, where a sufficiently 
largo number apply from any one sec- 
tion of the City and the grammar 
school kitchens are available, the 
work will be offered In that section 
of the City. 

1. It Is plnnned to give special 
training to a group of women who 
will volunteer to assist other women 
and girls in canning during the sum- 
mer nnd fall. Women selected for 
this work must bo experienced In 
cookery or have had special training 
for this work. 

2. It Is planned to offer Instruc- 
tion to girls who may become mem- 
bers of the canning clubs in coopera- 
tion with Amherst Agricultural Col- 
lege. 

3. Classes for young women from 
fourteen to twenty-five. 

4. Classes for homemakers. 

The four courses offered above will 
begin nt once, and will consist of four 
lessons in canning, two each week. 
Classes will be limited to twelvo and 
will begin as soon as this number is 
enrolled. The work which Is offered 
between now and the first of July is 
being carried In the main by teachers 
who have a very full program, and It 
Is expected that all ladles who attend 
will be prompt and regular in attend- 
ance and will conform to the school 
regulations.

The city man who is attempting a 
garden for the first time this year is 
cautioned by the Middlesex County 
Farm Bureau, against faulty prepara- 
tion of the soil. After the backyard 
or vacant lot has been cleaned up it 
should be carefully spaded. 

Mark off the space to he used and 
then put system into the spading; 
work in straight lines from side to 
side. keeping your feet on the un- 
spoiled part and moving backward. 
Turn the shovelfulls over just forward 
of where they were taken out, keeping 
a slight trench open to receive the 
spade-up earth, and lie sure not to 
leave any unturned, hard spots. Many 
city lots have been filled with clay, 
bricks, stones and garbage; and pre- 
liminary work in cleaning up tin cans 
and rubbish is necessary for a suc- 
cessful garden. 

Do not work soil when it is wet but 
only when t lie lumps will crumble 
readily. Stable manure, well rotted, is 
lies! fertilizer — 20 pounds to each 10 
quail' feel i enough; spread it evenly 
and work i! into the soil as you spade 
Eight inches is deep enough to stir 
the soil, and after it is spaded use the 
rake to pulverize it ami to remove all 
trash, grass and weeds. The spading 
is the hardest part of the gardener's 
job but one of the most Important, 
for a good seed lied helps ihe plants 
to get a running start.

NKWTON EQUAL SUFFRAGE 
LUNCHEON 

Speeches by Mnynr Childs him! Olliers 

The Newton Equal Suffrage League 
held Its annual luncheon at the New- 
ton Club on Tuesday. May 22. There 
was a large attendance at the lunch- 
eon and an added number to listen 
to the speaking which followed. 

Miss Jessie W. Fisher the newly 
elected president, presided. Hon. Kd- 
wln O. Childs the first speaker choBe 
as his topic, Our Duty to the Newton 
Foreign-born immigrant. Ho pref- 
aced his remarks by the story of u 
woman in the city who wishing to 
erect n monument to her lntc hus- 
bnnd asked final advice of the build- 
er of the monument, who suggested 
the phrase: "gone to n better land,” 
"Oh" she rejoined, "that would bo im- 
possible he lived in Newton." 

Mayor Childs called attention to the 
dwindling Puritan element in our 
community, giving place to the largo 
per cent of foreign born parentage. 
To make good citizens of this foreign 
element is the bounden duty of each 
and every citizen, and. in no way 
can It be better done, than by show- 
ing them genuine sympathy and in- 
terest. Our immigrants should bo 
made to feel that they are a reul part 
of the community and that we expect 
them to share with us in our democ- 
racy, and to be patriotic, loyal, in- 
dustrious citizens of our great com- 
monwealth. Mr. Wm. Lloyd Garrison, 
Jr., followed Mayor Childs, taking as 
his subject, "The Rising Tide." He 
told in a most Interesting way of his 
boyhood life and, the pioneer suffrage 
women who were guests In the homes 
of his father and grandfather. He 
pictured the wonderful personality of 
Susan Z. Anthony, Mary Livermore, 
Anna Howard Shaw and other early 
suffragistB. He said the tide of ro- 
cent victories in suffrnge, with Rus- 
sia. England, and Franco fnlling into 
line, and our own recent victories in- 
creasing the electoral vote most 
perceptibly was a rising tide which 
might soon prove to be overwhelming. 

Mrs. S. Hardy Mitchell gave an in- 
teresting and Instructive talk on 
woman’s share in the Newton Public 
Safety Work, telling of the faithful 
and efficient way in which women are 
helping the recruits in this time of 
the nation's needs. Mrs. Harry N. 
Priest spoke briefly of Red Cross 
work, and the need of a larger mem- 
bership in Newton to aid this great 
National Cause. 

The junior Leugue for Social Ser- 
vice asked those present to give their 
aid in buying and selling tickets for 
the drama “The Man on the Box” to 
be given by members of the Leugue at 
Player’s Hall, West Newton, on Tues- 
day, June fifth.

Important Line Is That of Citizens 
Milling to Make Sacrlllce and .Supply 
Finances That World May Enjoy 
Freedom by Wiping Out German 
Militarism Menace 

That not one dollar of the millions 
loaned to the allies bus been sent out 
of the country, but that every dollar 
is being spent to buy supplies and 
labor here, was poiuted out by Alfred 
I.. Aiken, governor of the federal re- 
serve bank, In an address before the 
Boston Central Labor union, urging 
the speedy sale of liberty bonds. 

In urging that all should buy bouds 
ho declared that every man, woman 
and child will be able to serve in one 
of the three lines that are necessary 
to carry on the war. 

During Ills plea for the purchase of 
the bonds Mr. Aiken declnred that it 
was impossible to put money iu two 
places at once, and, as the government 
needs money to carry ou this war, it 
is up to somebody to put their money 
into long term government bonds. 

“There is a feeling of prosperity 
existing," he said, "but ulso a feeling 
of M^et George do it,’ but it is up to 
everybody to tuko off their coats and 
do their share. 

“The (lrst of the three lines neces- 
sary to carry on the war is composed 
of the soldiers and sailors who face 
Hie shot und shell. The Becond line is 
thut uf the men and women who make 
the clothing, loud and supplies that 
keep these soldiers lit to lace tho shot 
and shell, and the third line is that of 
the people who are willing to make a 
sacrlllce und supply the liuunces. 

‘it is not uncommon to hear some- 
body say: 'This is a war of kings,’ but 
1 want to say that this statement is 
wrong, as It Is not a war of kings, 
but a war for liberty, and before the 
people of this world can enjoy the 
freedom of liberty the menace of Gor- 
man militarism must he wiped out. 

"We are ull citizcus and there is no 
division of employers and employes, 
us we must all stand together If we 
wish to be successful iu this under- 
taking, Liberty bus been advanced by 
the downfall of the Russian autocrats, 
and it will be further advanced with 
the downfall of the conditions in Ger- 
many that have existed for years. 

More than one-llfth of the entire 
money of the world is now supposed 
to be in this country. Never before 
iu the history of this country have 
conditions for labor or cupltal been 
better, and the only way that those 
conditions can continue to exist is by 
making this loan go — so thut money 
cun be obtained to pay labor for the 
work that it is doing. 

"We have loaned millions, but every 
dollur of them is spent here, and that 
is the only thing that is keeping the 
prosperous conditions thut now exist. 
Don’t let anyone convince you other 
wise. There is a feeling of prosperity 
existing, but uIbo a feeliug of ‘Let 
George do It,’ but it is up to everybody 
to tuko off their coats aud do their 
share. 

"It is impossible to put money iu 
two places at once, and us tho govern- 
ment needs money to carry ou this 
war, it is up to somebody to put their 
money into long term government 
bonds. If the bankers did this they 
would have none left to furnish indus- 
try, with the result that when a manu- 
facturer is uuuble to borrow to carry 
on his business he must close and 
throw you out of work. This would 
create a condition to make you sick to 
think ubout. 

"With the stopping of the circula- 
tion of money will be tho stopping of 
industry, aud for this reason, the prop- 
aganda to stop buying and save your 
money is foolish. The industrial fu- 
ture of this country depends on the 
placing of $100,090,000 iu bonds among 
the people. 

"The interest on these bonds will be 
3 1-2 percent. This ilguro was set 
owing to the fact that in this state 
the rate paid in the savings bunks iu 
ubout 4 percent. Outside of this state 
it will not averuge above 3 1-2 percent. 
If the interest ou the bonds wus high- 
er everybody would draw lrom tho 
banks und muny of them would go to 
sinuHh." 

Corporal Judsou llunuiguu of the 
First Corps of Cadets ulso uddresued 
the meeting iu the interests of re- 
cruiting ami the placing of the bonds, 
and told of tho pleas being made by 
the representatives of the allies for 
men to slop up Lire gaps inude iu their 
lines which have been holding the 
‘liunu” back und preventing them 
from opening up a free und clear road 
to the United States, where they 
planned to levy uu assessment thut 
would pay their full cost of the pres- 
ent war.

A BEARER OF 
DISPATCHES 

His Difficulties In Reaching 
His Destination 


By ALAN HINSDALE 


When the pnn-Europonn war broke 
out I offered my services to the war 
department of Great Britain for secret 
service. My reason for doing so was 
tlint I was traveling abroad mid found 
myself strapped in London, communi- 
cation with my native land, America, 
having been cut off, uud I wns unable 
to get funds. I will admit, however, 
that 1 always bad a desire to try my 
band at secret service work. 

My fitness to serve tlie British at 
this time and in this field was that I 
am an American a ml bad an Ameri- 
can passport. 

I made my offer through an official 
in the office of the foreign secretary 
who knew something of my anteced- 
ents and was in a position to vouch 
for me. There was pleat.v of work to 
be done and plenty of would be work- 
men, hut. the main trouble with the 
governureat wqs to know whom to 
trust. 

One day I received a ntote from my 
friend In the foreign office to call upon 
him in bis office in Downing street. 
Upon my reporting to him he led me 
to one of (he chief men in the foreign 
department, who asked me a number 
of questions about myself with a view 
to establishing my trustworthiness. I 
doubt If he would have employed me 
had it not been tlint I told him my 
mother bad been born in Canada and 
lived there till she was twenty years 
of age. That seemed to sutisfy him. 
He knew the strong affection for the 
British flag among those who have 
been born and ruised under it and 
agreed that a man would not be likely 
to turn traitor to a cause with which 
liis mother sympathized. 

When he had satisfied himself with 
regurd to my fitness for the work he 
said to me: 

"We wish some one to take certain 
important instructions to our uinhussa- 
dor at Athens. You are probably 
aware that there are certain Bulkun 
nations for whose support both the en- 
tente and the central allies are strug- 
gling. Greece Is one of these countries. 
We desire to offer to the king of Greece 
certain advantages for Ills support in 
Case. we are victors in the great strug- 
gle upon which we are entering. If a 
knowledge of what we offer should fall 
into the hands of the Teutons it would 
glr* them Certain intentions of ours 
which they would at once endeavor to 
forestall. London, every route id 
Greece and the capital ut that country 
is beset witli spies. We life not sure 
but that we have them right here 
among our clerks in the government of- 
fices. You are' liable to be watched, 
waylaid, possibly murdered on the 
way.” 

The commission was given me, and I 
accepted it. Had there been no risk at- 
tending it I should not have been in- 
terested. In It. ^ I was banded two pack- 
ages, tissue somewhat bulky,- inclosed 
in an official envelope and bearing the 
official seal ; the other a simple letter, 
evidently written on thin paper. 

How the spies got on to the fact that 
a communication was to leave the for- 
eign office and I was to carry It was 
and Is n mystery to me. I was told 
that no one was employed to copy the 
imper, which was written by the under- 
secretary himself. Nevertheless the 
mutter was known to some one who in- 
formed the pro|>er i>erson outside, who 
at onee set in motion certulu agencies 
to get possession of the document I 
carried, or at least prevent my deliver- 
ing it. 

As to my route, it was uncertain. I 
might go all the way by sou, but there 
was some danger of being submarined. 
I could go through southern France 
and Italy, but In the beginning of the 
war no one knew how the Italian eat 
would jump. Italy did not Join the 
ullies for a year after the Ix-glnning of 
hostilities. I resolved to go through 
France to Marseilles, then determine 
by what route I would continue my 
Journey. 

I lmd scarcely seated myself in tlie 
truin for Southampton — I proi>osed to 
cross the channel from there to Havre 
— than I noticed a man in the sume 
compartment us myself casting furtive 
glances at me. 1 surmised ut once that 
he was aware of tho fact that I was 
what I was, but believed that he would 
not liuve let me see him observing me, 
had I anything to four from him i>er- 
souully. It was much more probable 
that be was Intending to draw my at- 
tention to himself while my reul dan- 
ger lurked elsewhere. During the ride 
I oi>oncd my suit case and felt for the 
bulky document us though to uiuke sure 
It was there. He left the train ut South- 
ampton, und I did not see him again 
till I wus on the boat steaming for the 
French coast. 

On reaching Havre I stood holding 
uiy baggage, u suit case. In the crowd 
of passengers waiting to leave the boat 
for the dock. Suddenly I felt the suit 
case wrenched from my band. Turn- 
ing, I looked for the person who had 
taken It, but saw no oue near. Those 
behind me were comparatively quiet. 
Convinced that my enemies’ plans for 
making way with my baggage were 
perfect, 1 made no motion to recover 
it. It was doubtless passed from one 
person to another till It was at a safe 
distance from me. 

My Ural attempt to outwit my way- 
layers was a uoccess. They bad got a 


dummy dlspntch, und I lmd the real 
one sewed In (lie lining of my vest. 
However, tills did not accord with my 
pinna. I laid Intended to use the dum- 
my In another way and farther on in 
my Journey. Now I lmd lost it, and 
my enemies lmd possession of evidence 
Unit I wiis a messenger from tlie Brit- 
ish government. Tills latter considera- 
tion did not trouble me much, for it 
was clear that they knew all about ine. 

However, there was one advantage 
In their having the dummy. They 
must have believed they bad the dis- 
patch 1 carrlc.1, for I saw nothing 
more of them till 1 arrived at Mar- 
seilles. My theory Is tlint they were 
understrappers, with no authority to 
open tlie dispatch, but took it to aomo 
one who had such power, anil this oc- 
casioned delay while I went my way. 

But they did not lose track of me, 
for tlie man I lmd seen observing me 
on tlie train from London to South- 
ampton kept me In sight. At Mar- 
seilles I bad two problems to Pettle. 
Should I go further by land or nil the 
wny by sea? And how could I throw 
my shadower off my track? I con- 
cluded that, whichever wny I went, I 
would endeavor to make him believe 
that I lmd gone the other. 

I lmd n trunk with me, and as soon 
as I could get possession of It I called 
a fiacre and, putting the trunk in It. 
got In the cab and told the driver to 
take me to tlie station of the railway 
running eastward along the Mediter- 
ranean. On reaching the station 1 bill- 
ed the trunk for Nice; but. since there 
was no train for sevetnl hours, ( stroll- 
ed away, proposing to divest myself, 
if possible, of the observance of my 
shadower. Lighting n cignr, I strolled 
away carelessly, as if bent only on 
passing tlie time before tlie starting 
of the trnin. But l directed my steps 
townrd tlie more frequented streets 
and from these entered n very narrow 
one. After having gone Into it for 
some distance, seeing a door of one of 
tlie houses open. I looked behind me 
and, not seeing my shadower. darted 
into It. 

I fell In with a lot of women who 
received my intrusion so angrily that 
I concluded to enlist them, if possible, 
to my service by appealing to their 
patriotism. I told them that I was a 
messenger of the English government 
and was followed by German agents 
who were bent on possessing them- 
selves of a dispnteli I carried. They 
were not convinced till I showed them 
a letter addressed to the Britisli min- 
ister at Athens. Then I told them that 
I wished to go out unknown on n boat 
that I had been told left Marseilles that 
night for Italian ports. 

When I departed from the house in 
which I lmd taken refuge I did so 
dressed in the apparel of one of t^a 
women after dnrk and under the guid- 
ance of another, for I did not know the 
way to the dock, About 0 o’clock X 
j Went on board, carrying my own mas- 
I online clothing in a gripsack. 

I had succeeded in my maneuver in 
I respect to the man wl)o had heed 
wiltohljig me In throwing him off my 
track. Buf the enemy had left noth- 
ing to chance. He had placed an 
agent on tlie l>ont. Unfortunately I 
did not suspect that lie would do 
this. I concluded to retain my fem- 
inine costume, and It was a dead give- 
away once the light of day shone upon 
me, for there is nothing feminine about 
me, nnd ns soon ns my enemy snw that 
I was a man it was pretty clear that I 
wns the nun who was wanted. 

1 was sitting In a secluded corner on 
deck when u man approached me. rais- 
ed his hat palltely nnd made some pass- 
ing remark, ns though he wished to 
scrape an acquaintance. I reckoned 
that Ids purpose was the dispatch I 
bore. I must decide at onee whether 
I should send him about his business or 
pretend to he deceived with a view to 
outwitting him. I chose the latter 
course, for he In.d an nilvantage of me 
in the fact that I was a man traveling 
In womnn’s clothing. I did not repel 
him, but after a few casual remarks I 
excused myself atul went to my state- 
room. 

The first thing I did after reaching It 
was to iloff my woman's apparel and 
put on my own. I knew the man who 
had spoken to me would he on the look- 
out for me. and when next I went on 
deck, seeing him at a distance, I walk- 
ed toward him. Passing him. I saw 
that he recognized me. I returned his 
gaze with one which said plainly. 
“Keep out of my way or I will kill 
you." He said nothing, and I received 
no further attention from him. I doubt 
If lie eared to commit any act that was 
not covered by duplicity, and I was de- 
termined tf lie did I would scare him 
off. I did not wish to occasion the de- 
lay tliut would come of u tight with 
him. hut 1 proposed to make him con- 
sider me dangerous. 

What he did was tills: He went to 
the euptuln of the bout and told him 
tliut I was an Englishman fleeing from 
Justice. Of course since I had come 
aboard us a woman and was now u 
man there was excellent ground for 
the accusation. But my accuser had 
no documents to prove his case and 
could only ask that 1 he detained at 
the first port touched till the matter 
could be looked Into. When I found 
the captain disposed to assent to this I 
showed him my sealed letter to the 
British embassy at Athens, and It serv- 
ed Its purpose. 

The next day we passed a French 
man of war. I Induced the captain to 
signal her nnd send me on board of 
her. He did as I requested, and when 
I was conducted to the officer In com- 
mand and stated my case be volunteer- 
ed to take me to Athens. 

This ended my embarrassments, for 
I delivered uiy dispatch, and It was 
douhttesa communicated to the king of 
Greece. But subsequent events show- 
ed that It did not win hts majesty over 
to the allied cause.

UNDER THE GILDED DOME 

Prorogation seems likely to occur 
this week, both branches are meeting 
morning and evening and there is 
little important work to do. 

State Treasurer Burrill found a 
clerical error in the law authorizing 
the issue of bonds for the new Weston 
bridge which has just been completed 
and a bill to correct the law has just 
been passed thru each branch. 

All three Newton representatives 
voted against the hill for a battalion 
of infantry and an armory at East 
Boston on Tuesday, and Mr. Allen and 
Mr. Weston voted against the Ways 
and Means amendment to the bill to 
establish a Bureau of Immigration on 
the same day, Air. Jarvis not being 
recorded. On .Monday the House con- 
sidered the bill to give the governor 
more power during war times, all 
three Newton men voting against the 
Lomasney amendment relative to 
aliens. Mr. Allen voted in favor of 
the amendment and .Messrs Jarvis 
and Weston against the amendment 
to substitute the Judiciary for the 
governor in deciding what matters 
were necessary for the public safety. 

Representative Allen's bill for old 
age annuities has been passed to be 
engrossed and will he notable addi- 
tion to the really good laws on the 
statute books. 

Governor McCall's proposition to 
apply the excess income tax to state 
uses was strongly opposed when It 
was heard this week in committee, the 
remonstrants taking the position that 
the state had pledged itself, when it 
adopted the income tax law, to appor- 
tion any excess receipts among the 
various municipalities and that it 
should keep its pledge. The com- 
mittee has since reported adversely 
on the measure. 

Telephone matters were in evidence 
this week before the Public Service 
Commission and General Councel 
.Matt li. Jones of Newton Centre was 
on the firing line. It was brought 
out in evidence that the city of Wor- 
cester receives 75 free telephones 
while cities in the Metropolitan dis- 
trict including Newton do not receive 
a single one, altho each has a reduc- 
tion of about one third in the usual 
rate.

DON’T BE PERSONAL 

The Crudity and the Cruelty of Being 
Plain Spoken. 

Among the Immediate members of 
our families, our nearest and dearest, 
there frequently prevails a form of 
affectionate personal service thnt is 
irksome und trying, yet cannot l>e 
avoided or relinked without giving of- 
fense. There nre mothers who harass 
independent nnd sensible daughters 
with silly little admonitions about 
writ ring rubbers and getting home ear- 
ly: who bemoan continually In public 
their daughters' predilection for tennis 
nnd dislike for lino sewing; who nev- 
er llnd it possible to understand why 
their daughters have views or feelings 
that differ from their own, says the 
Woman's Home Companion. And, like- 
wise. we find daughters who adopt 
the maternal attitude to their mothers 
und exercise n censorship over their 
clothes, occupations nnd recreations In 
n fashion truly exasperating. It makes 
tlie onlooker want lo shout violently 
at these types, "Let each other ulone." 
Even though these attentions nre ue- 
I anted by the fondest love they ure 
an Infringement on individual rights. 
Alotbcr should let (laughter play tenuis, 
and daughter should not try to select 
mother's huts. The result would be a 
great gain in family peace. 

There ought to be a special chap- 
ter on “Being Impersonal” in every 
hook of etiquette, nnd, since hooks of 
etiquette ure usually consulted only 
by those who tuny want to know how 
many cards to leave on twin sisters or 
whut Is the time limit on dinner culls, 
perhaps this special chapter ought to 
he included in travel stories— yea, 
even works of Action— so that every one 
who reads may see It. It should con- 
sist Urst of advice on how to be Im- 
personal, with helpful hints, such as:

NOT SCARED BY "OVERPRO- 
DUCTION.” 

Danners down Middlobnrough way 
are not worried any longer about over- 
production, for they learned that 
there isn't any such anlmul— not this 
year. As a consequence, they are 
planning to more than double their 
acreage In several of the staple 
crops. 

It came about this way. The sec- 
retary of the local food committee, 
Mr. Oscar F. Stetson, carefully gath- 
ered t§ip figures covering several 
years on home consumption of staple 
products, and the amount of these 
brought In from outside the town. 

Potatoes afford a good example of 
the kind of fact he discovered. Of 
the 16,Gt!8 bushels of potatoes used, 
12,608 bushels, or all but 24 per cent 
came from outside. 

When these figures were put before 
the farmers, their only fear about 
planting as extensively as they could 
was removed, for It was perfectly 
clear that there would be home con- 
sumption for more than they could 
hope to produce. Doubtless the same 
condition exists nearly everywhere lit 
the state, for only 8 persons in 100 
are producers In Massachusetts; the 
other 92 are consumers. 

Overproduction is a bugaboo this 
year. Only something like a miracle 
can bring about, large enough evops to 
run prices down near the losing point. 
Buckling kultur and making good 
money will go hand in hand.

MORE PIG ON LESS CORN. 

That most pork lias been raised on 
corn in the corn belt, doesn’t prove 
that corn is the only good feed for 
hogs. in fact, it lias distinct disad- 
vantages. Hogs fed corn do not 
breed as prolifically as those fed a 
varied ration, and, for fattening an 
all-corn diet has become generally 
unprofitable. 

Hogs eat a great deal, and eat pro- 
miscuously. They thrive best with 
pasture, grain crops and nuts or roots 
lo combine on their hill of fare. On 
this account, hog raising can be wide- 
ly extended ouisido tlie corn belt. 

“Every farm can support at least 
one pig," declared Prof. E. L. Quaifo, 
of the Agricultural College." With 
i xtenslve use of dairy by-products, 
root, pasture and forage crops and 
table refuse nnd with good care, our 
state can tollow Denmark, Holland, 
and Scotland, countries that do not 
raise corn, but are noted for an im- 
mense amount of fine pork. Produc- 
ing pork at homo will help us to 
bring home the Kaiser's bacon."

FALL PIGS, SPRING PORK. 

“Forget It," is tlie urging of the na- 
tional department ,of agriculture to 
farmers who have scruples about 
breeding immature sows and about 
breed ng for fall litters. "Every 
breeduble sow should he made to 
prodtici rtiey assert. 

"Under common-sense management 
fall litters are profitable. The ear- 
lier the litters come, the cheaper 
their growth before pasturage ceases, 
but lltP rs dropped as late as the 
middle of October will still have good 
opportunity to get ready to take care 
o' themselves before hard winter sets 
in. Breeding until near the dose of 
Jtne is therefore possible. 

“Even If tlie sow be only five or 
Fix months old, she will contribute 
more towards food production and 
profit this year if what she eats is 
directed to supporting the forthcom- 
ing litter, than If she were merely 
fattened nnd sold, :nd her own devel- 
opment 'yin be hut moderately 
cheeked from suckling.

5 he United States Imports two- 
fifths to more than one-half of the 
wool It requires. Recent importa- 
tions tiave reached more than 500,. 
000.000 pounds, tlie average being 
over 3110,000 000 pounds. 

Tlie total consumption of lamb nnd 
mutton during the past 10 years has 
increased appreciably. In 1907 more 
than 9,500.000 sheep and lambs were 
slaughtered at plants subject to Fed- 
eral Inspection. The number now 
averages about 13,000,000 

The chairman of the New York 
food supply committee lius bought 
10.000 sheep to he glazed In New 
York State. Who will volunteer such 
an Investment to utilize the fine 
grazing lands of our own slat •. en- 
rich them with the manure of flocks, 
and provide an offset to the rapidly 
declining moat supply?

MILK IS ECONOMICAL. 

Sometimes proper diet Is a question 
of nctuhlly Increasing the use of 
foods which furnish nutritive material 
at relatively low cost. Milk la suoh 
a food. The average person uses 
cnly a little more than a half-pint of 
milk dally. 

Milk contains the body-bulldlng 
materials (protein anil mineral sub- 
stsneos) and also supplies energy. 
One quart of milk equals In protein 
seven ounces of sirloin or 6 ounces of 
round steak, 4.3 eggs, or 8.C ounces 
of fowl. One quart of milk equals In 
< nergy, 11 ounces of sirloin steak, 12 
< tncos of round steak, 8% eggs, or 
10.7 ounces of fowl. 

To supply protein, milk at 7 cents 
Is as cheap as sirloin steak at 16.8 
cents or eggs at 17. C cents; at 9 cents 
It Is ns cheap ns sirloin steak at 21 
cents or eggs nt 22.6 cent?; at 12 
cents it Is ns cheap as sirloin steak 
at 27.9 or eggs nt 30.2 cents. 

If milk Is 10 cents a quart, sirloin 
steak must sell ns low at 23.3 cents a 
pound, and eggs at 25.1 cents a dozen 
to supply protein at equal cost. To 
supply energy, when ntllk is 7 cents, 
sirloin steak must not be more than 
9.9 cents, nnd eggs not more than 9.3 
cents. Milk at 9 cents Is as cheap 
ns sirloin at 12.8 and eggs nt 11.9 
cents; at 12 cents, It Is as chenp as 
sirloin nt 17 cents nnd eggs at 15.9 
cents. Milk even at 15 cents a quart 
la a cheap source of energy compared 
with sirloin steak and eggs.

The critical period In growing car- 
rots Is the first few weeks. Carrot 
seed does not usually germinate as 
well as othoT garden seeds, and the 
young seedling Is so line and delicate 
that it Is easily choked by weeds.

tremely important. After the plants 
ere once started, if soil conditions are 
right there is litllc fear of losing the 
crop. Thinning is the same as with 
beets, except that fewer of the very 
young plants can be used for human 
food.

HINTS ON CRUCIFERS. 

Crops like cabbage, cauliflower, tur- 
nip and rape, thrive in a variety of 
soils, but will not do well if water be 
near the surface or tho soli Is wettisli. 
Well tilled loams. In good fertility 
should be preferred, the lighter for 
English turnips, Swedes and early 
cabbage and medium loams for late 
cabbage and cauliflower. 

Under irrigation, success is possible 
on very light soils if highly manured 
or fertilized. Deticlent drainage or 
overwet soil produce clubroot. Tho 
crop should not Me grown two succes- 
sive years on the same land. 

These crops fall or do poorly In 
nny soil which Is sour In marked de- 
gree. If blue litmus paper when left 
Ir contact with the molse soil an hour 
or two, turns red, lime Is needed. 
The rate of application must, of 
course, vary to suit different condi- 
tions, but in general for the lighter, 
sour soils about one ton per acre of 
air-slaked lime or marl, or ono and 
one-half tons of fine ground limestone 
If desirable. For the heavier soils 
about fifteen hundred pounds of 
water-slaked lime iH likely to be ben- 
eficial. For uses of lime, ask for 
Massachusetts Agricultural Experi- 
ment Station Circular No. 20.
